Shamir, former deputy-agriculture 

■ minister Michael Dekel and Knesset 
Member Dan Meridor for the Likud. 
■Dekel is a Likud specialist on settle- 

■ ment. 

The planned settlements are: 

• Avnei Hefetz, southeast of Tul- 
karm and very close to the pre-1967 
border. 

• Peles, now a military camp, in the 
northern sector of the Jordan Rift. 

• Migdalim, south of Ma'aleb 


Ephraim on the eastern slopes of the 
Samaria hills. 

• Asael, in the southern Hebron 
Hills area. 

• Neot Aduinim, near the 
Jenisalem-Jericho road. A group of 
squatters moved there before the 
elections and has been living in tents 
as an unrecognized settlement. 

• Either Betar or Tzoref in the 
Etzion Bloc. 

The derision was a compromise 
between the conflicting views of 
Labour and the Likud. The Likud 
wanted settlement throughout Judea 
and Samaria, while Labour sought to 
leave some areas free of Jewish set- 
tlers to make possible territorial 
compromise. 

Likud spokesmen last night pre- 
sented the list as an achievement for 
the party, saying. the decision meant 
settlements would be established in 
“all areas” and no area would be 
dosed to Jews. 

But a Likud source deeply in- 
volved in settlement said the sites 
chosen are very close to areas com- 
patible with the Allon Plan.

Five soldiers hurt 
by roadside explosives

METULLA. - Five Israeli soldiers 
were wounded yesterday, one 
seriously, one moderately and three 
lightly when a roadside "charge ex- 
ploded as an Israel Defence Forces 
patrol passed near al-Daloun. 12 
kilometres south of the mouth of the 
Zaharani River. 

The terrorists who activated the 
charge escaped. 

The soldiers received first aid and 
were then taken to Ram bam Hospit- 
al in Haifa. 
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after the dash at their base near 
Sidon, told The Jerusalem Past it was 
the second time they had foiled an 
enemy attempt to cross the Awali. 
Early last week, the same force 
caught a squad of eight nearby. 

This week’s clash is believed to be 
the enemy's 15th attempt in the past 
few months to get fighters, weapons 
and explosives across the river. 

Those caught ou Monday were 
Palestinians, members of the Shi'ite 
Amal militia and a Lebanese Com- 
munist. 

Later in the day O/C Northern 
Command Aiuf On Orr came to 
congratulate the soldiers. He also 
brought them champagne and cakes. 

None of the soldiers in the Israeli 
force were over 19. One of them told 
The Jerusalem Post: “At first when 
you see the enemy, you're afraid. 
You ask yourself: What will you do if 
they shoot? What will happen if 
you're injured? The first time is 
always frightening, and the second, 
still more. But once you’ve got to 
shoot, you give everything you've 
got, because you know that other- 
wise you’ll be hurt,” he said. 


Freak weather 
alarms farmers

TEL AVIV. - Although Europe is 
reeling under some of the coldest 
weather in years, real winter condi- 
tions in Israel are nowhere in sight, 
with only slight local rains -forecast 
for today. The rest of the weekend 
and Sunday should see partly cloudy 
weather with a slight drop in temper- 
atures. 

But Europe’s arctic dimes are 
proving a bane to flower growers, as 
over 90 per cent of Israeli flowers are 
usually exported to Europe, where 
the current freeze has resulted in 
plummeting outdoor flower sales. 
On Wednesday, Israeli flower grow- 
ers derided to cease picking and 
exporting until a thaw in European 
conditions comes about. 

Israeli fanners, meanwhile, are 
complaining that yesterday’s slight 
rains barely sufficed to dampen the 
parched earth. Most have been 
forced to irrigate their crops as they 
do in summer, and wheat farmers, 
especially in the south, fear that a 
continuation of the current dry spell 
will barm this year's yield.

Talks to grapple with 
subsidy cuts, prices

TEL AVIV. - Subsidy cuts and price 
rises are expected to be at the centre 
of discussion during today's meeting 
between Finance Minister Yitzhak 
Moda’i, Histadrut Secretary- 
General Yisrael Kessar and Manu- 
facturers Association President Ell 
Hurvitz, Histadrut sources said 
yesterday. 

The three sides agreed on the 
necessity to reduce subsidies on 
basic items during their informal 
contacts of the past week. Today's 
meeting will attempt to iron out their 
differences about the rate and timing 
of the cuts, the sources said. 

The meeting, at Histadrut head- 
quarters here, is regarded as critical 
if a follow-up to the package deal is 
to be reached by the time the present 
agreement expires early next month. 
Prime Minister Shimon Peres called 
last week for the negotiations to be 
concluded by the middle of this 
month. 

The sources said that Kessar is 
likely to propose at today's meeting 
that the present package deal remain 
in force until a new agreement is 
reached. The manufacturers 
opposed the proposal, and the gov- 
ernment representatives did not 
commit themselves when it was first 
raised last week. 

Despite the contacts of the past 
week, the three sides remain far 


apart on a wide range of issues. The 
following are some of the differences 
that will have to be bridged before a 
new agreement can be signed: 
Subsidies • 

The Histadrut is hoping for a posi- 
tive response to Kessar ‘s ''revolu- 
tionary'' proposal that workers re- 
ceive a cash payment as compensa- 
tion for the price rises that will follow 
subsidy cuts. According to the prop- 
osal. the payment would not be 
reflected in the consumer price index 
and the cost-of-living increment, 
thus breaking the linkage-led infla- 
tionary spiral. 

Though the three sides are agreed 
on the need to cut subsidies, they 
differ on the timing and extent of the 
cuts. The Treasury and the manufac- 
turers would like to return subsidies 
to their pre-package deal levels at 
one time, while the Histadrut is 
prepared to accept “gradual and 
moderate" cuts only . 

There are also differences of opin- 
ion within the ranks of the govern- 
ment itself, with the Industry and 
Trade Ministry supporting gradual 
cuts, so as not to “undo all the good" 
done by the package deal. 

Prices rises 

The manufacturers are adamant 
that all prices must be allowed to 
increase by at least the gap between 
the present exchange rate and the

Peres: ‘Who is a Jew 1 bill 
would destroy Jewish unity

The amendment to the Law of 
Return demanded by the religious 
parties “would destroy the unity of 
the Jewish people around the 
world,” Prime Minister Shimon 
Peres said yesterday. 

Peres made his remark during a 
meeting with Deputy Premier Yit- 
zhak Navon, party secretary-general 
Uzi Baram and" Knesset faction 
chairman Rafi Edri. The four were 
conferring on Labour’s strategy for 
Sunday's meeting on the amend- 
ment with the religious Knesset fac- 
tions. 

According to the proposed 
amendment, converts would only be 
recognized as Jews under the Law of 
Return if their conversions had been 
performed according to Halacha. 

The consensus of the meeting was. 


that, if the religious parties insist on 
bringing the legislation to the Knes- 
set in its present form. Labour will 
impose party discipline on its Knes- 
set members to oblige them to vote 
against it. 

Labour strategy will apparently be 
to play for time, meanwhile hoping 
to drive a wedge between the reli- 
gious factions. 

Labour plans to propose on Sun- 
day that a committee of ministers be 
formed, representing Labour, the 
Likud and the religious factions to 
study various alternative proposals 
which a panel of legal experts have 
been working on at the request of 
Energy Minister Moshe Shahal. 
Labour's top lawyer at cabinet level. 

One of the proposals would leave 
the Law of Return unchanged and 
instead amend the Rabbinical

The Lebanese government has pre- 
sented Israel with a new proposal to 
break the southern Lebanese impas- 
se. In return for a detailed Israeli 
plan of withdrawal from Lebanon, 
the Lebanese will be prepared to 
refer the issue of Unifil's deploy- 
ment in the South to the UN Security 
Council, a body on which Israel is 
not represented, and where the 
Soviet Union has the power of veto. 

Senior Israeli officials who were 
asked about the new Lebanese prop- 
osals dismissed them as “absurd." 
The Jerusalem Post was told by one 
source that the proposals are “an act 
of desperation to try and stall a 
unilateral Israeli pullout from south- 
ern Lebanon." 

Last night, it was confirmed to The 
Post thaflsrael will artend the talks 
under UN auspices at Nakoura next 
week, but probably only on Thurs- 
day. thus missing Monday's sche- 
duled session. 

After last Monday's session. 
Israeli chief delegate Tat- Aluf Amos 
Gilboa said that" there was“nothing 
left to talk about" and declared the 
talks suspended pending a decision 
by his government about future par- 
ticipation. 

Alignment and Likud ministers 
yesterday continued their debate on 
Lebanon. They have yet to come up 
with a formula acceptable to both 


the Alignment and the Likud to 
present "to the full cabinet on Sun- 
day. Despite the difficulties, howev- 
er "ir seems that by Sunday a propos- 
al will be formulated which would 
redeploy the Israel Defence Forces 
along a new line, south of the present 
line along the Awali River. 

According to informed sources, 
the IDFs goal is full withdrawal to 
the international border within six to 
nine months. The proposal stipu- 
lates that each of three proposed 
interim stages would remain in effect 
for a testing period lasting a number 
of weeks. Israel would use these 
testing periods to review the effects 
of its partial pullback (and to re- 
examine the chances of a negotiated 
accord). 

What seems fairly certain is that 
an Israeli redeployment in southern 
Lebanon is imminent, possibly even 
before the end of winter. 

Rabin is scheduled to visit the . 
U.S. in two weeks time, but this is 
not expected to have any bearing on 
Israel's decision, or on the redeploy- 
ment's tinting. The Americans are 
reported “not to be involved” in the 
developing situation in Lebanon, 
though tljey may take a position if 
the Soviet Union continues to 
oppose a “rational” redeployment 
of Unifil in the areas . that Israel 
intends to vacate. 

Speaking in Tel Aviv last night. 
Minister without Portfolio Moshe 


Arens said an Israel announcement 
of a timetable for a phased with- 
drawal from Lebanon would be “the 
worst possible thing to do.’* 

Arens, formerly Likud defence 
minister, told a Likud-sponsored 
meeting at Tel Aviv University that 
no one would be willing to cooperate 
with Israel if it announces such a 
timetable. 

In : order to reduce the burden on 
the IDF. Israel must work with the 
local population, but “if we 
announce that in so and. so many 
weeks we’ll leave - we can't expect 
anyone there to cooperate with us 
and join the South Lebanese Army. 
We coaid say goodbye to all our 
friends in Lebanon," he said. 

Aliens also said he did not believe 
a deal could be struck with Syria. He 
said he had tried that when he was 
defence minister and realized it was 
impossible. When Rabin succeeded 
him there was a second, more exten- 
sive and official attempt to negotiate 
security arrangements with Syria 
over South Lebanon but within a 
short time - it became clear that 
Damascus does not want to reach A 
security arrangement. 

Arens would not say what option 
be would recommend Israel take. 
He said he would tell his fellow 
cabinet ministers first. 

But his remarks created the im- 
pression he was not totally opposed 
to at least a partial withdrawal in the 
western sector of South Lebanon. 


2 killed and 7 hurt on roads 


ASHKELON (Itim). - Two people 
were killed and seven injured in four 
road accidents yesterday. 

Three of the accidents occurred in 
the Ashkeion-Ashdod area, killing 
one person and injuring three 
others. A tender overturned north of 
the Ashdod intersection.- killing an 
Israel Defence Forces employee. A 
young man with him. apparently a 
soldier, was severely injured. An 
ambulance from Rehovot took them 
to Kaplan Hospital m Rehovot. 
They have not yet been identified. 

In Ashkelon. Moshe Ben-Hamu, 
54. was injured when the vehicle he 
was driving collided with a bus which 
had stopped near a traffic light. The 
front of Ben-Hamu's vehicle was 
crushed and he was taken to the local 
hospital. 

In another accident, on the coastal 


road, Miriam Shoshan, of Holon. 
was seriously injured when the car 
she was driving suddenly swerved 
and overturned. 

A young woman was killed and 
four other persons injured, some of 
them seriously, in an accident yester- 
day afternoon near Givat Hazaitim 
in Lod. The accident occurred when 
a private vehicle, driven by a man, 
aged 30, from Tirat Yehuda, tried to 
avoid crashing into a commercial van 
driven by a Bnei Brak resident, aged 
29. The driver of the private vehide 
suddenly swerved to avoid the colli- 
sion, but crashed into a lamppost at 
the side of the road. 

A Netanya woman, aged 26, who 
was sitting alongside the driver of the 
private car, was killed on the spot 
and the driver and three other pas- 
sengers were injured.

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Insults traded at 
Local Councils meet

TEL AVTV. - A stonn erupted 
yesterday at the meeting of the Un- 
ion of Local Authorities as the lead- 
ers of Arab local councils and the 
heads of Jewish settlements beyond 
the Green Line traded insults. 

At the end of the meeting. Petah 
Tikva Mayor Dov Tavori was 
elected union chairman, succeeding 
Holon Mayor Pinhas Eylon who 
served in the post for the past 18 
years. 

The meeting began festively when 
Interior Minister Rabbi Yitzhak 
Peretz promised a new era in rela- 
tions between the local authorities 
and the Interior Ministry. 

He promised to implement the 
Sanbar Committee report, which re- 
commended greater local authority 
control over its affairs. Even the 
Haiacha realizes that local authority 
heads should have complete auton- 
omy, Peretz said. 

He did not mention the prolonged 
battle of ultra-Ortbodox circles 
against Tavori. who initiated the 
opening of Petah Tikva’s Heichal 
Cinema on Friday nights.

The storm erupted as soon as 
Peretz left the meeting. The Arab 
local authority heads .strongly 
opposed Ma'ale Efraim council head 
Yisrael Gtiad's taking the stand in 
the name of eight settlements in the 
Jordan Valley’. Judea. Samaria and 
the Golan Heights. 

“This man must not be allowed to 
speak.” cried Nazareth Mayor Taw 
fik Zayyad. “Those councils are out- 
side Israel. You are an occupying 
administration.” Jewish council 
heads replied by screaming "PLO- 
members” at the Arabs. 

The Arabs were about to leave the 
meeting, but were persuaded to stay 
by Eylon. who explained that every 
representative of a local council rec- 
ognized by the Interior Ministry is 
allowed to speak. 

Gilad protested that local councils 
beyond die Green Line are not rep- 
resented in the Union of Local Au- 
thorities and were not party to the 
election of a new union chairman. 

Interrupted several times by Arab 
members of the union. Gilad man- 
aged to say that the councils he 
represents were joining the 17 coun- 
cil heads elected on independent 
lists, who had withdrawn from the 
union and formed a separate body. 

These council heads withdrew be- 
cause their demand to elect union 
members in personal, secret ballots 
was rejected. 

Tavori called on the government 
to work with the union on a plan to 
decrease the local authorities' finan- 
cial deficits, which have been caused 
by the government's delay in trans- 
ferring funds to the authorities. 

“The foremost problem of the 
local authorities is the lack of 
money. Without money, there is no 
education, welfare, health, sanita- 
tion, culture and development. 
Tavori said. 

He said the government must ad- 
just the budget of each authority to 
its “realistic” needs. 


Court upholds joking rabbi’s dismissal

LONDON. - An industrial relations 
tribunal decided here last night that 
the 1983 dismissal of Rabbi Clifford 
Cohen from his post following com- 
plaints about his jokes was fair. 

Cohen. 36. was dismissed after 
nine years of service at the Southgate 
Progressive Synagogue in North 
London. Congregants had alleged 
that his jokes contained sexual in- 
nuendos. and that he was neglectful 
of the community. 

The rabbi .a. professional hmpoujt. 
ist, said m-tfis defence that* ^Jewish, 
celebrations ought to be fun: there 
wiS a tendency tif tfeat every Service 1 
like a memorial service.” While 
some congregation members said 
Cohen had. for example, ignored 


repeated pleas to visit the family of a 
dying woman, others testified in his 
favour. But members of the synago- 
gue's council charged that he had 
often shown disrespect for them, as 
exemplified by his suggestion, repe- 
ated more than once, that the coun- 
cil were “proof that there is life after 
death.”

Thus the danger to the coalition is 
apparently as strong as ever.

They are likely to be defeated, 
which may cause one of the parties to 
bolt the coalition. This would 
weaken the Likud, further destabi- 
lizing the unity coalition. 

In a joint statement issued last 
night. Mapam and the Citizens 
Rights Movement attacked the 
proposal to give rabbinical courts 
power over foreign conversions, 
saying it “merely camouflages total 
surrender to religious blackmail.”

Free Trade Area accords

Most of the details have been 
successfully negotiated, but during 
intense discussions in Washington 
this week, the two sides bave been 
unable to resolve the most con- 
troversial aspects. 

According to U.S. and Israeli offi- 
cials. these centre around the staging 
of tariff reductions in the U.S. as 
well as the removal of export sub- 
sidies in Israel. 

The U.S. textile industry has been 
especially active in pressing the 
Reagan administration for con- 
tinued protection in the face of 
Israeli exports.

on Herat-Liberal unity resulted 
yesterday in nothing concrete , but ia 
glowing descriptions of a “good 
atjposphere." The talks are to con- 
tinue and a committee is to be 
fonned to provide ideas for unity 
nipves. 

This is roughly what happened 
a^ter.the 1981 elections, when the 
two. chief Likud components also 
contemplated unifying their parties, 
fc after, proclamations of good-will 

f ' the Liberals and expressions of 

exasperation and threats of an im- 
minent split by Herat, nothing hap- 
pened. . 

Testerday's meeting, at the Jeru- 
salem: office of Vice Premier and 
Foreign Minister Yitzhak Shamir, 
was attended by Herat and Liberal 
ministers and other top political fi- 
gures from both parties. 

It began with Shamir waving his 
copy of t$e 20-year-old Gahal agree- 
ment (which created the first joint 
Herat-Liberal list), and declaring 
that it represented a dream of two 
decades. He said the meeting was a 
“Chtise for celebration/’ and assured 
i,’ the Liberals that Herat had no inten- 
'■3 J tion of subjugating the Liberal Par- 
ty: • 

‘But others in Herat were not as 
optimistic, predicting another long 
drawn-out, fruitless round of talks. 
Herat complains that the Liberals 
are not interested in amending the 
Gahal agreement, because it grants 
them gross over-representation in 
the Knesset at Herat’s expense, 
while the Liberals bring negligibly 
few votes to the Likud. 

Finance Minister Yitzhak Moda’i, 
wfio would lose the Liberal Party 


leadership and much of his power 
and influence in the event of unity 
with Herat, was very reserved 
yesterday. “I'd like to hear what 
Herat has to offer us,” be said. 

Muuster-without-Portfolio Moshe 
Arens commented that ModaTs 
tone did not augur well for the talks. 

Only Sarah Doron, of the pro- 
unity faction in the Liberals, seemed 
elated, promising there would be no 
run-around. “Things will be handled 
with the utmost speed this time, and 
you will all see what quick progress 
we make/' she said. 

Opposing the proposed unifica- 
tion, Jewish Agency chairman Arye 
Dulzin asked whether someone like 
himself, “who believes in relin- 
quishing territory in exchange for 
peace, will have any place in this 
united party you're discussing.” But 
be got no reply. 

Herat rumour has it that Deputy 
Premier David Levy and Industry 
and Trade Minister Ariel Sharon (in 
New York for his libel suit against 
Time) are not so enthusiastic about 
unity. It is said it might diminish 
their power in the united party and 
strengthen that of old-guard Herat 
figures such as Shamir and Arens. 
But Levy hotly denied this, hjs sup- 
porters note that be has always been 
in the vanguard of the Herat cam- 
paign to amend the Gahal agree- 
ment. 

A smaller forum, as yet un- 
appointed, is to draw up working 
papers on merging both parties’ 
forums and institutions, settling 
questions of property and other 
holdings by the parties, representa- 
tion in the Knesset and other institu- 
tions, etc., before the broader forum 
reconvenes at an as yet undeter- 
mined date.

What to say to Israeli ‘refugees’

Peres, in Mitzpe Ramon, promises jobs

BONN. - "Recently, an Israeli 
turned up in my office.” recalls ope 
of the heads of a Jewish community 
in West Germany. "He was a techni- 
cian and was looking for a job in this 
country. He wanted me to help him. 
I didn't know what to do. Finally I 
told him that we are supposed to 
send Jews to Israel, and not vice 
versa. He went away. So whar? Do 
yon think that this will prevent him 
from finding work in Germany? But 
then, what should I have told him?'’ 
The problem of Israeli job-seekers 
in Germany could become much 
more acute in the near furore. Even 
though a stream of Israelis would not 
surprise Jewish institutions here, it 
would pose a serious dilemma for 
them. 

The problem is ideological as 
well as practical. 

On the ideological level, the Jew- 
ish establishment in West Germanv. 


as in other western countries, is, in 
principle, committed to Zionism. 
But in Germany there is the special 
burden of the past. So many Jews 
have been living in Germany for 
years, and doing very well, while 
pretending that they will pack up and 
go to Israel “soon.” 

“The suitcase theory”— deridingly 
derived from “sitting on one's suit- 
cases” - has not kept Jews from 
remaining in Germany, but it 'makes 
them feel even more uncomfortable 
about helping Israelis to come there. 

On the practical side. Jewish com- 
munities here are small - there are 
an estimated 30.000 Jews in West 
Germany - and suffer from their 
own organizational problems. Many 
co mm unities would lack the means 
of integrating a large number of . 
Israeli immigrants. 

On the other hand, because of the 
fragility of their existence, the Jew- 
ish organizations might secretly feel 
happy about Jewish immigration to 


Germany -even frcmlsracl. 

“Our own young people have little 
interest in the community, work." 

says a Jewish official. 

“They 'make money, come, to a' 
Jewish seminar twice a year, and go 
on- vacations to Israel where .they-, 
spend DM20.000 a week.” 

, The intermarriage rate among the 
Jews in Germany is high- So is the 
mortality rate of the aging Jewish ' 
population, much higher than its 
birth rate. In fact, immigration - 
mostly from Eastern Europe and' 
from Israel, has been instrumental . 
fora long time in keeping the Jewish 
population at its present leveL- 
Israelis living in Germany are an 
integral part of the Jewish commun- 
ity life - unless they, choose to dis- 
sociate themselves from Judaism as 
well as from Israel. 

All told, the Jewish organizations . 
may find it a lesser evil to grudgingly ' 
accept any “fresh blood” from Israel 
than to ignore the newcomers.

MITZPE RAMON. - Prime Minis- 
ter Shimon Peres was yesterday 
morning made a freeman of this 
Negev township (population 4.000) 
during a special session of the town 
council. This is said to be the very 
first visit by a prime minister here 
since the time of David Ben-Gurion. 

Mayor Shrauel Cohen presented 
Peres with an overview of the situa- 
tion here: a third of the work force is 
unemployed and nine plants have 
closed in the past two years. He 
pointed out that, unlike other places 
in Israel, Mitzpe Ramon's isolation 
(80 kilometres south of Beersheba 
and twice as far from Eilat) means 


that those without jobs leave. 
Another major problem is that there 
are no jobs for women. 

Peres said that a subsidiary of the 
Ordan metal factory will be opened 
here and will employ 200 people 
within a year. He also said that plans 
for a new youth hostel have been 
approved and construction will be- 
gin soon. As for a hotel, it will be 
approved as soon as there is a serious 
investor. 

Peres later attended the opening 
ceremony of the Machtesh Ramon 
Park and its Si million visitors cen- 
tre. named after foe late Aluf (res.)

Ethiopian students eager to return to studies 


Kupat Holim KMt head m mmion needed to teach Ethiopians

'Kupat Holim Klalit head Prof. 
Htfyim Doron yesterday told the 
Knesset Health Committee that the 
health fund is in serious financial 
trouble and that supplies in its hos- 
pitals are adequate for only 10 more 
days or so. Doron left Israel for foe 
U.S. yesterday to try to raise funds 
to' rescue foe Histadrut owned fund 
in what Histadrut sources say is the 
first such move in foe fund's history. 

Before leaving Doron prepared 
efoe*gedtyi*ej£utatibns for’tBe'; 
abibiptrOfi-of patients frorii 'govern- 
ment hospitals Which -are on foe 
bonk of closure for lack of funds for 
medical supplies, food and fuel. 
Doron said that no patient will go 
\ a , without adequate care so long as 
Kupat Holim is operational. 

IJoron also reiterated his state- 
ment to the Knesset on Wednesday 
that the fond is not in debt to govern- 
ment hospitals and that Finance 
Minister Yhzhak ModaTs charges 
to that effect are baseless. Doron 
said that since last April foe fund has 
paid the Health Ministry IS63 billion 
for hospital services, regularly fulfill- 
ingTheir obligations. 

The fond’s current crisis is said to 
be due to foe erosion of foe real 
vaitie of members' dues and to foe 
fact that foe fond imports some SO 
medications which have no locally 
equivalent. These drags are 
brought at the real dollar price, 
imposing a serious strain on foe 
bjdgets. 

-♦The private health fonds are also 
ix£deep financial distress, according 
Unreliable sources, but are waiting to 
see whether the Histadrut fund 
raises dues and charges for services. 


It is believed the private funds will 
adopt whatever measures the Kupat 
Holim Klalit enacts. 

At government hospitals foe pre- 
vailing attitude was one of quiet 
despair and most hospitals have 
already worked out contingency 
plans for partial or total closure. 
Health Ministry Director-General 
Prof. Dan Michaeli spent yesterday 
consulting with hospital directors on 
foe contingency plans. 

At foe same time government- 
employed 1 doctors stood firm on 
their decision that if ‘1M6 
does not provide funds by the begin- 
ning of next week foe hospitals will 
dose on Wednesday. The central 
question was what is to be done with 
several thousand mental and geriat- 
ric patients who have no home to go 
to and who are, according to the 
Government Doctors' Association, 
ill-fed, ill-dofoed, cold and un- 
washed because of foe lack of funds 
for fuel , food and laundry. 

At Jerusalem's Kfar Shaul, Dr. 
Yair Barel, foe psychiatric facility’s 
director described foe situation as 
“worse than you can imagine and 
worsening.” [‘Critical’ - back page]

Ulpan clas- 
ses will be needed by both Ethiopian 
children and their parents, he added. 

Navon said foe ministry has no 
money to allocate to these projects, 
and that he had only applied to Peres 
personally after requests to foe 
Treasury had been ignored.

NOT ALL foe Ethiopian immigrants crossed a waste- 
land on foot to catch foe airlift to Israel, journeying from ' 
some forgotten century to a Promised Land of the 20th 
century. ~ 

One' who arrived in relative comfort was Shlomo. who 
flew from Addis Ababa to Ben-Gurion Airport via 
an African country. A university student, Shlomo had 
received a scholarship to continue his studies in chemis- 
try at a university in Israel. 

After a month at foe soldiers' rest home-turned 
absorption centre in Ashkelon. Shlomo could speak little 
Hebrew. But in addition to his native Amharic. he 
speaks fluent English and thus expects little difficulty in 
pursuing his education. 

We struck up a conversation at foe absorption centre 
during a press tour this week organized by foe Jewish 
Agency. Although warned by Agency officials that the 
residents were hostile to the media over (he public 
disclosure of the secret rescue operation. I decided to 
risk asking Shlomo where I could buy cigarettes. 

"There is no store here/' he replied obligingly, and 


immediately offered me a cigarette from his oWn pack! : 
How did he get cigarettes? “We take a taxi into town, 
man.” be answered, warmly, draping his arm across niv 
shoulder. 

Was he disturbed by foe presence of some UK) foreign 
and local journalists swarming around foe centre m 
search of further revelations of foe rescue? He was, he 
said, very upset about foe publicity, mainly because his 
parents were still trying to get out of Ethiopia. “We are 
angry and worried that now they might not be allowed to 
leave." 

Shlomo arrived with a younger brother, also a scho- 
larship recipient. The two are members of an exclusive 
group of young Ethiopian immigrants who have jour- 
neyed through space, but not time, to what for them is 
still foe Promised Land: “We arc sad without our 
parents , and we pray they will soon follow us. But we had 
to come because we are Jewish.” he said. 

Shlomo and his fellow students have enjoyed their 
brief stay at foe centre, particularly swimming off the 
nearby beach. But now they, are eager to get bock to 
university. We would have chatted further, but a Jewish 
Agency official came over, firmly clamped his arm 
around Shlomo's shoulder and lea him out of sight.-

RAMAT GAN. - The wind may 
proride 10 per cent of Israel's energy 
needs by foe end of this century. 
Prof. Leonard Druyan of Bar-Dan 
University’s geography department 
told The Jerusalem Post yesterday. 

Druyan and his colleagues have 
just completed foe first phase of 
research on production of wind ener- 
gy in foe Negev. 

There are only three areas in 
Israel where wind energy is feasible: 
foe Golan, Galilee and foe Negev. It 
is not feasible for large cities and 
built-up areas, because construction 
and population density change wind 
patterns, he explained. 

The research team measured foe 
wind at eighteen sights in the Negev, 
using calibrated kites and hand-held 
measuring instruments, and selected 
foe three most promising locations: 
one each near Dimona, Ye r oh am 
and Mitzpe Ramon. 

Another year or two of research 
will be required, however, before a 
wind energy station can be estab- 
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lished. Such a station could provide 
all of foe energy needs for communi- 
ties in its immediate vicinity, he said. 

The Israel Electric Corporation is 
planning its first wind energy station 
for the Golan Heights, Druyan said. 

Bar-Dan's research project in foe 
Negev was funded by foe Ministry of 
Energy and Infrastructure. 

PortsAuthority 
orders two tugboats

HAIFA. - The Ports Authority has 
placed an order with Israel Ship- 
yards for two powerful tugboats. 

The boats, to cost S3.275 million 
each, are to be completed within 18 
months, the port spokesman 
announced yesterday. 

The tugs will have sufficient tow- 
ing capacity to handle foe 60,000-ton 
ships now bringing Israel's grain im- 
ports. 

Planned to incorporate foe latest 
technology, foe tugs are to be man- 
ned by only a three-man crew each.

German measles abortions down more Qian 90% 


The number of Israeli women who 
underwent abortions because they 
had caught German measles early in 
their pregnancies dropped from over 
1.500 in 1979 to less than 100 last 
year. Health Ministry Director- 
General Dan Michaeli said yester- 
day. 

Contracting foe disease in early 
pregnancy creates a serious risk 
of birth defects. 

Michaeli said there has been no 
serious outbreak of German measles 
here since a massive vaccination 
programme for women of childbear- 


ing age was held in 1979. Today 
more than 90 per cent of women of 
this age have been vaccinated or 
have had the disease, he said. 

PARKING FINES. - Haifa munici- 
pality yesterday 'raised its fines for 
parking on pavements, with foe 
approval of foe Interior and Justice 
Ministries, from IS 10 ,000 to 
1520,000. Fines for parking in res- 
tricted areas or for failing to display 
tickets in authorized lots were also 
increased, from IS900 to ISS,400.

U.S.-Soviet trade talks 
made progress— Tass 


MOSCOW (Reuter). - Two days of 
U.S. -Soviet trade talks have ended 
in Moscow with the official Soviet 
news agency Tass reporting prog- 
ress. 

Undersecretary for Commerce 
Lionel Olmer headed the U.S. de- 
legation at the talks with Soviet 
Deputy Foreign Minister Vladimir 
Shushkov, the first trade discussions 
at such a senior level between the 
two countries for six years. 

Tass quoted Olmer as saving he 
was satisfied with the outcome of the 
formal talks, which covered a wide 
range of areas where U.S. com- 
panies and Soviet state organizations 
could find common interests. 

A U.S. Embassy spokesman de- 


clined to give details of the talks. The 
U.S. delegation was scheduled to 
have meetings with other Soviet offi- 
cials yesterday, the third and final 
day of the visit. 

Sushkov told Tass the talks had 
showed U-S.-Soviet trade could in- 
crease significantly iF “artificial 
obstacles," not created by the Soviet 
Union, were removed. 

This was apparently a reference to 
President Reagan's restrictions on 
the sale to Moscow of goods, espe- 
cially high technology', which might 
have a military application. 

The U.S. has dropped from 
second to seventh place among Mos- 
cow's Western trade partners over 
the past six years. 


Cold wave lingers in Europe, 
freezing rivers, monkey tails 


FRANKFURT I API. - A cold wave 
blamed for more than 130 deaths 
lingered over Europe and North 
Africa yesterday, ravaging 
Mediterranean crops, turning water- 
ways to ice for the first time in 
decades and even freezing monkeys' 
tails in a West German zoo. 

In Italy, packs of wolves in search 
of food have been reported sighted 
coming down from the mountains in 
southern Calabria and in Basilicata, 
east of Naples. 

. Temperatures plunged to minus 
15 centigrade in Florence, the lowest 
in a century, and officials postponed 
the appeals trial of leftist terrorists 
because of the difficulty of bringing 
the defendants from jail in the icy 
conditions. 

Scores of villages on the mainland 
and on the island of Sardinia have 
been isolated for several days by 
heavy snows. 

The frigid weather, which arrived 
last weekend, has caused serious 
damage to crops of Spanish oranges. 
French artichokes and lettuce, and 
Algerian dates. 

In Britain, where at least three 
weather-related deaths have been 
reported, the Royal Automobile 
club said fog and ice hampered driv- 
ing in many parts of the country 
yesterday. A 34 kph speed limit was 
in force in places on the Ml super- 
highway. 

There was snow on palm trees 


along the French Riviera! and it was 
freezing on the beaches of Spain’s 
Costa del Sol. A radio station in 
southern France urged local animal- 
lovers to rescue about 100 pink fla- 
mingos trapped in iced-over ponds. 

In France, the cold wave claimed 
at least -U lives, most of them home- 
less tramps or elderly people living 
alone without heat. 

New ■mow blanketed Belgium, 
where authorities kept heated public 
restrooms open around-the-clock to 
shelter vagrants. The country's big- 
gest waterway, the Meuse River, 
froze over for the first time in 22 
years, and The cold was blamed for 
two deaths. 

In Spain, civil defence sources said 
26 people died from exposure or in 
weather- related traffic accidents as 
the country shuddered under its 
worst cold snap since 1956. 

At Frankfurt zoo, the lions were 
housebound after the moat sur- 
rounding their open-air enclosure 
froze over. 

A spokesman at the zoo said that 
four long-tailed monkeys belonging 
to another German zoo were being 
treated for frostbitten tails. 

“In extreme cold, the blood 
doesn't circulate to the tip of the 
longer tails very well, so we have to 
watch it.” he said. If the tip freezes, 
the tail won't curl properly and sur- 
prised monkeys start dropping out of 
trees, he explained. 


Violence mars Ortega’s inauguration 


MANAGUA (Reuter). - Thirteen 
people have been reported killed 
and an American nun seized at gun 
point in insurgent attacks on the eve 
of the inauguration of Daniel Ortega 
as president of Nicaragua. 

Ortega was due to be sworn in 
yesterday two months after the ruling 
Sandinista National Liberation 
Front won the first general elections 
since the Sandinistas ended the 
right-wing dictatorship of Anastasio 
Somoza in 1979. 

Defence ministry officials said 
yesterday U.S. -backed insurgents 
using rocket-propelled grenades had 
ambushed civilian vehicles in two 


separate attacks in the north of the 
country, killing 13 and kidnapping 
11 people on Tuesday. 

■’Those seized in the 'attacks, fhe 
officials said, included a U.S. nun of 
the Mary knoll order who had been 
working in the northern province of 
Jinotega. She was freed unharmed 
after six hours but there was no word 
on the fate of the people taken 
prisoner with her. 

The latest attacks threw into focus 
the most serious problem facing 
Ortega and his government - an 
increasingly bloody war aginst insur- 
gents fighting for the overthrow of 
the Sandinistas. 


Iraq claims strike against ship in gulf 


BAHRAIN t Reuter). - Iraqi fighter 
planes attacked and hit a “large 
naval target" yesterday near Iran's 
Kharg Island oil terminal, the 
Bahrain-based Gulf News Agency 
reported. 

It quoted an Iraqi military spokes- 
man as saying the planes scored 
“accurate, effective hits" on the 
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target at 11 a.m. before returning 
safely to base. 

Iraq has in the past used the term 
‘iarge naval target" to refer to oil 
tankers or other Targe cargo vessels. 

There was no immediate con- 
firmation from shipping sources in 
the Gulf of any attack on a ship. 
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Thatcher: No 
plan to stock 
nerve gas 

LONDON (Reuter). - Prime Minis- 
ter Margaret Thatcher assured par- 
liament yesterday she was not prop- 
osing that Britain start stockpiling 
nerve gas again after a quarter of a 
century. 

Her assurance amounted to a de- 
nial of a charge by a left-wing maga- 
zine, the New Statesman, that she 
was on the point of forcing through a 
decision to resume production of 
chemical weapons. 

The magazine’s report was based 
on what it said were leaked docu- 
ments from an ultra-secret cabinet 
committee. It provoked demands 
from furious Conservative members 
of parliament for an inquiry to un- 
cover the “mole" responsible. 

Thatcher said Britain had aban- 
doned its chemical warfare capabil- 
ity. Government policy has not 
changed, she said. "Nor is any 
change now proposed." 

But Thatcher added that the gov- 
ernment had a duty to keep its* 
defence policy under review in the 
light of what she called a “massive 
Soviet capability in chemical 
weapons." 


9 out of 10 say British 
are racially prejudiced 

LONDON (Reuter). - Nine out of 

10 Britons believe their country is 
racially-prejudiced, according to a 
government survey of social trends 
published yesterday. 

But only a third of those polled 
admitted to racial prejudice them- 
selves. 

Almost half the people surveyed 
believed prejudice against blacks 
and Asians had increased in recent 
years and would worsen. 

The survey also showed that 
opposition to ethnic immigration is 
running high, with more than 60 per 
cent against more West Indians and 
Asians being allowed into Britain. 

In Bangladesh, a British Home 
Office minister said yesterday that . 
almost 10,000 Bangladeshis migrate 
to Britain each year to join families. 

Timothy Renton. Undersecretary 
for Foreign and Commonwealth 
Affairs, told a press conference at the 
end of a four-day visit to Bangladesh 
that 12,000 people were now in the 
queue for permits to enter Britain. 


A million Britons could 
contract Aids by 1991 

LONDON (Reuter). - One in every 
50 people in Britain .will have con- 
tracted the,- killer disease. Aids within 
six -years unless it is checked, the 
Royal College of Nursing said yester- 
day. 

The college said Britain's nurses 
could not justify refusing to care for 
Aids sufferers, but it advised them to 
take safety precautions. 

It predicted that while only 108 
cases had been confirmed in Britain, 
one million people would have the 
deadly virus by 1991 - 

The same number would be 
affected in the U.S. in just three- 
and-a-half years, it added. 

Aids, Acquired Immune De- 
ficiency Syndrome, attacks the 
body's defences against infection. 

The disease has been particularly 
prevalent among homosexuals, but 
the college said it was spreading 
among heterosexuals, bisexuals, 
drug abusers and hemophiliacs. 

Aids has claimed nearly 40 lives in 
Britain and as manv as 3.000 in the 
U.S.

12 dead in London gas explosion 


LONDON (Reuter). - A gas explo- 
sion destroyed a luxury apartment 
house in suburban London yester- 
day and 12 people were feared to 
have died . rescue officials said. 

Firemen digging with their hands 
fouQd three todies and another 10 
victims were believed buried under 
tons of rubble, an ambulance service 
spokesman said. 

•;Their chances of survival are 
very, very slim." he said. 

A woman aged about 50 was 
brought out alive from the wreckage 
after being buried by rubble for 
more than six hours, a fire brigade 
spokesman said.- She was' taken to a 


hospital with severe leg injuries, he 
said. 

Rescuers struggled for an hour to 
reach the woman after bearing her 
cries for help. 

The explosion at breakfast time 
demolished most of the three-storey 
building on the exclusive Manor HiU 
estate in Putney, southwest London, 
shattered hundreds of windows in 
nearby blocks and awoke people five 
kilometres away. 

A resident of the block reported a 
gas leak 20 minutes before the blast, 
the gas board said. It said an en- 
gineer was sent, but he arrived five 
minutes too late.

Mystery substance 
linked to senility 

BOSTON (AP). - A rare form of 
senility is the first human disease to 
be dearly linked to the prion, a tiny 
and mysterious infectious agent that 
apparently has no genes, researchers 
say. 

The sdentists found evidence of 
prions- in the brains of people with 
the fatal Creutzfeldt-Jakob disease. 

Some researchers conjecture that 
prions may cause other slowly de- 
tructive ailments, including 
Alzheimer's -disease, multiple scler- 
osis and Lou Gehrig’s disease. 

Prions are not viruses or bacteria, 
but apparently a completely diffe- 
rent agent in the spread of disease. 

Not much is known about them. 
Prions are too small to be seen 
individually under the most power- 
ful microscopes. Unlike viruses and 
all other forms of life, they seem to 
contain no genetic material. How 
they could reproduce without it is 
one of their mysteries. 

The latest work was conducted by 
Dr. David Kingsbury, of the Uni- 
versity of California at Berkeley, Dr. 
Stanley Prusiner of UC, San Francis- 
co. and other researchers. An article 
on the work was published in yester- 
day's New England Journal ofMedi-

v i \fcvasseret Zion Absorption Centre 
within a week of each other, 
fv Neither speaks Hebrew nor knows 
V exactly ' what die will be doing in a 
month or a year from now. They 
can't communicate with each other 
except in the language of smiles and 
gestures. But Wilkin - who first fell 
im'tove with Israel as a volunteer for 
Project Renewal - has already 
teamed that Ethiopian kids prefer 
tcivs that run on wheels, and rhat big 
dollstrighten them. 

. ’The encounter between the wo 
yery different worlds of Witkin and 
■ Alariiash was not planned: it u as the 
Ajresult of the absorption authorities' 
failure to carry out a plan. 

The Jewish Agency and the 
Absorption Ministry had hoped to 
induce as many Western immigrants 
& possible to leave the absorption 
centre with the incentive of helping 
[hem to obtain rental housing. Thus, 
die centre would be free for the large 
numbers of Ethiopian newcomers. 
Happily- they did not succeed in 
evacuating all of the Americans. 
South Africans. English. Ruma- 
nians. French and Russians. The 
Westerners were there to receive the 
Africans - and they did so with open 
arms and hearts. 

The pastoral centre nine km. west 
„ of Jerusalem - built like a self- 
contained village with minimarket. 
Synagogue, school and kindergar- 
tens - was meant to receive only 
Western immigrants. The author- 
ities feared that the facility would be 
stigmatized in the eyes of potential 
ofim from the West if it took in Jews 
from distressed countries. 

• Yet 20 Ethiopian families - 134 
immigrants - are now at Mevasseret, 
having all arrived in Israel a week to 
10 days ago. 

The veteran olim from the West 
organized spontaneously, volunteer-

ing to adopt families and serve as 
guides and helpers. All 20 of the 
Ethiopian families are already 
matched up with veteran immigrant 
families who live a few steps away. 

- *They cancelled our Hebrew 
ulpan class today so we can help 
them." says Witkin. who spent 
Wednesday morning handing out 
toys to the Ethiopian children. 

SHE IS ONLY ONE of the volun- 
teers working in the centre's club- 
house: others are sorting and folding 
some of the thousands of items of 
used clothing that have been pouring 
in from nearby settlements in the 
Jerusalem Corridor and from the 
capital. 

The Ethiopian mothers work with 
women from Brooklyn or London or 
Paris, who try to match the clothing 
with the spindly limbs of the Ethio- 
pian children. "They don’t seem to 
mind that the clothes are used.*' says 
Judy Nachman, a former New Yor- 
ker and mother of four who has 
"adopted" AJamash's family. "The 
kids smiled mid their eyes lit up when 
they saw them.” 

Witkin thinks it would be a good 
idea if the centre would organize a 
kind of "store" in which the Ethio- 
pian Jews would buy their clothing at 
a nominal price - choosing the col- 
ours and styles they like and preserv- 
ing their sense of pride. 

Two of the Western mothers dis- 
agreed over whether Alamash 
should get trousers or a dress; the 
Ethiopians seemed to have brought 
with them this week's balmy weath- 
er. but it was sure to turn cold and 
rainy again. 

The absorption cemre welcomes

more donations, bur especially 
needs underwear for children and 
adults. People don't think of donat- 
ing lised underwear, and they aren't 
buying new ones for the Ethiopians. 
The cemre is frying to persuade a 
company to donate enough for the 
immigrants to wear. 

They would also love to get black- 
skinned dolls. The white ones seem 


to frighten the youngsters, at least at 
first. 

Perhaps a doll factory could 
manufacture them specially and give 
them to the kids, or else Diaspora 
Jews abroad could buy or collect 
them. The centre would like to set up 
a leam-to-play corner and needs 
educational toys using pictures and 
Hebrew 1 letters. 


Oma Muallem. a former kinder- 
garten teacher's assistant from near- 
by Maoz Zion, is one of the helpers 
hired by the centre to care for the 
Ethiopian families on a personal 
basis. Working five hours a day. the 
helpers [called somchoi ) take the 
olim to the health clinic, help out 
with baths and show them the ropes 
around the centre. 


"They're terrific." says Orna. 
clutching the hand of a five-year-old 
who looks no more than three, and 
his two siblings. Their mother is with 
them at Mevasseret. but their father 
died a few months ago en route to 
Israel. 

"They never cry or complain." she 
says, "and they catch on to things 
very quickly." Many have already 
tried riding" the bicycles of veteran 
olim children and playing soccer 
with them. 

When the helpers go home, the 
olim volunteers take over, making 
sure they have eaien and are ready 
for bed. Oma said she plans to come 
back in the afternoon, in her own 
time, to teach the three kids to wear 
pajamas instead of going to bed 
naked. 

THE JEWISH AGENCY has hired 
100 Ethiopian Jews who arrived in 
recent years to serve as translators/ 
counsellors. There are too few of 
them, but Mevasseret will soon get 
two who will live at the centre and 
help out full time. The language 
barrier will need to be bridged when 
the olim are ready for Hebrew les- 
sons and vocational counselling. 

One of the centre's apartments 
has been turned by Kupat Holim 
into a clinic, where the immigrants 
are treated for relatively minor com- 
plaints and their condition is careful- 
ly watched. This saves them the 
bother and confusion of having to go 
into town for the checkups. The 
Ethiopians sit in the waiting room, 
dressed in their new sports shoes and 
khaki or blue parkas, frying to follow 


the doctor's instructions on medica- 
tions. 

In the nearby lecture hall, two 
dozen Ethiopians of all ages are 
assembled for their first lesson on 
Israeli money. Ynir. who has been 
working at Mevasseret for iti 
mornhs. brings brown packets of 
money, a family's allowance for a 
week. 

Each family is entitled to a month- 
ly gram of IS i 13.70U. which is meant 
to cover food expenses alone. Every- 
thing else is paid for and gi\ en free to 
the olim from Ethiopia. 

As Yair explains how the grant 
system works, a 2l*-year-old Ethio- 
pian girl named Almnnesh. who 
came to Israel alone a year ago. 
translates the Hebrew into the 
tongue-twisting Amharic. 

The newcomers worry that they 
won’t know what or how to buy in 
the minimarket. Yair. through 
Almanesh. quiets their concern. 
Their helpers will go with them to 
the store and explain prices and 
products. The minimarket, by the 
way. was asked b\ the centre offi- 
cials not to stock beer. The beverage 
is very similar to a popular drink in 
Ethiopia, and the official* Ain’t 
want the olim to spend all their 
allocation on beer. 

The young helpers, protective of 
the olim like mother birds. tr\ to 
..Itoo away the photographers who 
have come to record the encounter 
between the Ethiopians and West- 
ern society in Israel. While the chil- 
dren are enthralled by the lenses and 
flashbulbs, the adults are shy and a 
bit confused. But the Western olim 
assure them the press mean no harm 
and can even help their cause. 

"Americans should come here to 
see how well blacks and whites can 
get along together." says Shniuet 
W'itkin. Judy’s husband, and a buil- 
der of solar homes. "Everybody is 
the same." 


AN ETHIOPIAN JEW' who has 
been here for some years confided to 
Dr. Steven Kaplan that when his 
yt;ung son grows old enough to ex- 
press curiousity about Jewish exist- 
ence in Ethiopia, he won't know 
*<vhat to tell him. 

Kaplan, a lecturer in African his- 
tory and comparative religion at the 
Hebrew University, was appointed 
two years ago to coordinate the 
Ben-Zvi Institute's research project 
on Ethiopian Jewry, which is being 
funded over a three-year period by a 
S30.0U0 grant from the Jewish Agen- 
cy. 

Kaplan already knows that he's 
going to overshoot the budget, but 
has no qualms, because he believes it 
is essential to the successful integra- 
tion of the immigrant community 
jiiat ail available knowledge about 
Ethiopian Jewry is properly re- 
corded and catalogued. 

For from being "primitive." as 
prcv» reports have claimed, many 
Ethiopian Jews. *ays the lecturer, 
are -iterate in several languages, and 
most of them have seen electricity, 
cars and running water. "They did 
nat iive in a jungle." he adds. 

“•-.He is currently working on a com- 
prehensive bibliography, which to. 
the best of his knowledge is the first 
o; its k:nd in 25 years and will include 
listings of *ome 500 published items 
other than newspaper articles. He is 
also preparing an anthology of pre- 
19 th century sources on Ethiopian 
■ Jews. 

The institute's project will fund 
; the translation into Hebrew of rhe 
r, tiding* of French orientalist Joseph 
.»vljlev\. whuse visit to Ethiopia in 
was the fir*t by a European 
. Jew Similarly, it will give financial 
supi'ort to Rabbi Menahem Wald- 
num for his book on the history of 
the Jewish view of Ethiopian Jews 
and to Professor Olga Kapeiiuk for 
her research on Ethiopian Jews w ho 
speak Tigrima. Until 10 or 15 years 
ago. says Kaplan, no one knew they 
existed.

Sfreyssng the urgency of estab-

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plan warns that if this is not done 
immediately, much of Ethiopian 
Jewish culture and the collective 
memory of Ethiopian Jewish hist ory 
will disappear forever. 

KAPLAN CONCURS with Dr. 
Rachel Tokatiy. the Education 
Ministry's director of education, 
who refuses to equate illiteracy with 
lack of culture. Ethiopian Jews. Ka- 
plan asserts, have a rich oral tradi- 
tion which spans many centuries. As 
is common in societies which do not 
have mass literacy, their memory 
skills are better developed than 
those of people with reading and 
writing abilities, and they remember 
what they have heard with faster and 
clearer recall. 

Kaplan is worried that the Ethio- 
pians. in cheir eagerness to become 
part of the flow in mainsfream Israel. 
wilL as they become more formally- 
educated. lose the capacity for re- 
trieval of customs and events long 
past. 

IMMIGRATION from Ethiopia is 
not entirely a latter-day phe- 
nomenon, notes the lecturer. It has 
been going on for several years, but 
nothing has been done to introduce 
the study of Ethiopian Jewry into the 
Israeli school curriculum. Just as 
Ethiopian Jews must adjust to Israel, 
he points out, Israelis must adjust to 
the Ethiopians. And the Israeli 
adjustment cannot be founded on 
ignorance and misconceptions; 

Those who tend to view contem- 
porary Ethiopian Jewry as being 
only a few steps ahead of the Stone 
Age might adopt a different attitude, 
says Kaplan, if they knew that in the 
15th and loth centuries, the Jews of 
Ethiopia "were a source of great 
pride to the Jews of the world." 
While the Jews of Europe were sub- 
jected to the yoke of persecution, 
the Jews of Ethiopia were strong and 
independent. 

It is unfortunate, he adds, that the 
Ethiopian immigrants' confronta- 
tion with modern technology is get- 
ting so much attention, "because 
fruit will be the easiest thing to 
overcome." Familiarity with the re- 
sults of pressing buttons and pushing 
switches is a matter of da>s and 
weeks, he observe*. "What is diffi- 
culr is maintaining the balance he- 
rn een social integration into the 
wider society and preserving their 
own social traditions." 

No less difficult is overcoming an 
image compounded by the news 
media. 

"A simplistic image of blacks" 
says Kaplan, "is derived largely from 
Tarz.in films." This may account for 
a question put to him in all serious- 
ness about his opinion on the Ethio- 
pian immigrants' potential contribu- 
tion to Israeli sport. Some enthu- 
siasts are apparently already dream- 
ing about the Ethiopian Jews bring- 
ing in gold medals for Israel in the 
19SS Olympics. 

Other people, who perceive the 
immigrants as largely unskilled, be- 
lieve rhat their alr.a will mean less 
dependence on West Bank Arabs in 
the construction industry and will 
produce a new wave of o.zroi for 
cleaning and other household work. 

Cautioning that care should be 
uken not to assume rhat the Ethio- 
pians have no understanding of tech- 
nology. Kaplan tells a story related

to him by an Ethiopian-Jewish stu- 
dent enrolled at the Hebrew Uni- 
versity. 

The student, who is well-educated 
and fluent in three languages, 
walked into an office on the universi- 
ty campus and didn't bother to close 
the door behind him. The reaction of 
the individual inside the office was to 
explain to him painstakingly what a 
door is. Just as it is often taken for 
granted that all Ethiopians live in 
tents, says Kaplan, it is also taken for 
granted that none of the immigrants 
have had any experience with mod- 
em appliances. 

THERE ARE 389 Ethiopian Jews at 
the immigrant absorption centre in 
Kiryat Gat. Their ulpan teachers

readily admit that some of them did 
have schooling before they came to 
Israel. Yet. when one speaks to the 
director of the centre. Boris Wexier. 
who immigrated from Kishiniev 1 1 
years ago. one gains no impression 
that contemporary, educated Ethio- 
pian Jews exist. 

Comparing the Russian with the 
Ethiopian experience. Wexier says: 
"Like the Ethiopians, we also had a 
culture shock, but we came from a 
modern world to a modern world. It 
was easier for us. They have come 
from the 13th to the 20th century. 
We were educated: most of them are 
illiterate. 

"It's not only Hebrew that we 
have to teach them. They don't 


‘We are like you’

THE WORD is speading along the 
Ethiopian grapevine: no more con- 
versions. Ac a demonstration in 
Jerusalem this week, one of the 
placards said it all: "We are Jews like 
you. not converts." 

That demonstration of 200 or so 
was organized by the Association of 
Ethiopian Immigrants, which was 
set up a year ago by eight young men 
and women in their twenties who 
were disillusioned about the absorp- 
tion policy of the Jewish Agency. 
Now their grassroots, voluntary 
association has 196 active members 
and hundreds of supporters across 
the country. 

Their turn-out in Jerusalem ex- 
pressed a double concern: fear for 
their families still in Africa and anxi- 
ety about their own integration here. 

Israel Yitzhak, 24, arrived in 
Israel a year ago. His Hebrew is 
fluent, his ideas well-thought-out. 
At the demonstration, he talked ab- 
out "our greatest problem - the 
yearning for our relatives who have 
not yet arrived. Everyone is waiting 
- except now we're not just waiting. 
We’re frustrated and angry. 

"If the people of Israel believe in 
Zionism, then they must help bring 
Jews here, even if it’s problematic. 
Problems can be solved. I don't 
thin k it's unusual that people who 
move from one culture to another 
find it difficult. 

"It's obvious that we have come 
from an undeveloped nation, but it’s 
not helpful to fill the papers with 
stories of our first encounter with 
electronic gadgets and high-rises. 
We learn quickly. Explain some- 
thing to us and we pick it up." 

He speaks with quiet conviction. 
**I know it's difficult. It will take 
time . This is our country. W'e will not 
move away." 

He refers to his people’s struggles 


to return to Israel. "My grandfather 
prayed, but never made it. Now we 
are here. We expected to be free of 
our problems of alienation in Israel, 
to feel good in the land of the Jews. 
But as soon as we come, we are told: 
•Convert!' Why did we come? Be- 
cause we are Jews and because this is 
our country." 

ANOTHER ANGRY young man is 
Yitzhak Rahamim. 40. An edurat- 
ed man. he speaks English 
fluently and his wife is a nurse. 
He is saddened by media reports 
stressing the “primitive" nature of 
t! ,fj newly-arrived Ethiopian immig- 
rants. He knows that a large group of 
youths staying at a hotel in Beershe- 
ba have been asking for books in 
English to while aw ay the time. 

Waiting to be examined by physi- 
cians before being sent to absorption 
centres, they are bored. Nobody 
expected such a group. And yet they 
are not unusual. After all. says 
Rahamim. Ethiopia is not just a 
series of villages in the mountains. 
There are schools and universities, 
and. of course. Addis Ababa is a big 
city. 

Rahamim came three-and-a-half 
years ago. At that rime, the dazed 
newcomers acceded to the conver- 
sion ceremony without protest. They 
did not question the motive. Now 
they do. 

The Jews of Ethiopia are willing to 

pay with their lives to come, he saw. 

"In the refugee camps on the way. 
they die from dehydration, malnutri- 
tion and disease^They are frustrated 
in a country where they don't have 
any security; that is enough. And 
now there is the added punishment 
of the bureaucrat sitting behind a 
table and deciding on the lives of 
people who are suffering in the re- 
fugee camps." 


MARGALIT TSUR is an educator, 
an inspector of kindergartens in the 
small Negev towns of Ofakim and 
Sderot. She has researched the his- 
tory, culture and language of Ethio- 
pian Jews. and is appalled by the lack 
of knowledge in Israel. 

She is impressed with the Ethio- 
pian children she has met in her 
work: “They are highly motivated, 
they integrate quickly and are good 
achievers. They are also well-liked.” 

She tries to tell teachers about 
Ethiopian culture. "It's not unusual 
today for a teacher to ridicule an 
Ethiopian child who draws a round 
house. I try to make her see that in 
Ethiopia, this is the way houses 
look." Tsur plans to put out an 
explanatory booklet on the subject. 

PERHAPS THE following picture 
of two cousins best illustrates the 
absorption process. Yonatan, 16, 
wears a kippa. a jeans suit and a shy 
smile. He has been in Israel for six 
months, speaks good Hebrew, and 
feels at home here, without embar- 
rassment. His cousin Issachar. who 
arrived only two weeks ago. is dres- 
sed in a tfack suit and looks lost. 
Everything is still strange. 

They are standing next to a kiosk 
near a Beersheba absorption centre, 
which also accommodates Ruma- 
nians. Argentinians and other West- 
ern immigrants, Jews who have nev- 
er seen their black brothers and 
sisters before. 

They are just as surprised as the 
Ethiopians, who believed that all 
Jews are black. This mutual shock 
will probably pass in time. 

* Eli. the kiosk owner, comes from 
Morocco. He speaks a smattering of 
14 languages. He has seen a lot of 
immigrants come and go. To him, 
they are all the same.

know how to use electricity or gas; 
they have no understanding of the 
value of money: they don't even 
know the dangers involved in cros- 
sing the road." 

Wexler's refrain is echoed in many 
quarters. Kaplan is sickened by the 
emphasis on the technology gap. 
"How many of us understand how 
electrical appliances really work?" 
he demands. 

He can cite scores of cases in 
which adjustment has been inhibited 
more by* trauma than by culture 
shock. Universal feelings of fear and 
bereavement are far greater impedi- 
ments to integration than the tech- 
nological gap. 

“What son of adjustment can you 
expect from a woman who came here 
with her baby, but whose husband 
stayed behind to help organize the 
next group to leave?" he asks. 

The woman is fearful for her hus- 
band's life. She has no news of him. 
She does not know with any certain- 
ty whether he is alive or dead. How 
can she be expected to function 
properly? In such instances - and 
there are many - culture shock is. 
secondary. 

Commenting on a social worker in 
another absorption centre who re- 
fused to distribute sophisticated toys 
and games among Ethiopian chil- 
dren. Kaplan called the social work- 
er's reasoning illogical. "If she 
thought that they were behind in 
their development, the solution 
would be to give them additional 
stimulation - not to deprive them." 

RELIGIOUS STATUS is another 
problem the Ethiopian Jews will 
have to overcome. Kaplan finds it 
interesting that, while the immig- 
rants are willing to go along with 
anything asked of them in order to fit 
in with Israeli society, they dig in 
their heels when it comes to their 
religious status. 


Often called upon to brief mem- 
bers of the UJA fact-finding mis- 
sions on Ethiopian Jewry. Kaplan 
mer with a reaction of d isgust and 
incredulity when he recently told 
one group that the religious estab- 
lishment now doubts the validity of 
Ethiopian circumcisions. 

In protest at the loss of dignity to 
which Ethiopian Jewish males may 
be subjected on these grounds, a 
member of the audience" suggested 
that the Association of Americans 
and Canadians in Israel organize a 
nationwide solidarity rallv with the 
Ethiopians, during which all Amer- 
ican and Canadian Jew ish males in 
Israel would present themselves at 
the Ministry of the interior and re- 
quest inspection of their circumci- 
sions to make sure they are halachi- 
cally proper. 

Kaplan is not really surprised by 
the misconceptions which surround 
the Ethiopian Jews. They have in- 
herited all the slurs which were cast 
at earlier immigrant communities. 
The stories of dirt, disease and ignor- 
ance which were peddled about the 
Moroccans and the Georgians will 
soon be told about the Ethiopians. 

"There are important cultural dif- 
ferences between them and us." the 
lecturer acknowledges, "but we 
must not make the mistake of decid- 
ing what they can do and what they 
can’t do. and thereby miss out on 
giving them the things they need for 
their development.” 

When Kaplan was in Ethiopia a 
month ago to attend an academic 
conference, he and his colleagues 
were impressed by papers delivered 
by Ethiopian graduate srudents. 
"Their level was as high as anywhere 
in the world." he says. 

It may take more than a genera- 
tion before the rest of Israel is con- 
vinced that Ethiopian Jewr> can 
hold its own in keeping pace with the 
21st century.

LETTER PERFECT

THE FOLLOWING story is by way 
of a bouquet for the much-criticized 
Ministry of Communications. Or 
perhaps it would be better described 
as a single rosebud, for the subject is 
the Kiryat Shmuel branch of the 
Tiberias Post Office. Not a very big 
deal in terms of Israeli bureaucracy^ 
but it shines like a good deed in the 
naughty world of public service here. 

If s too bad. of course, that any- 
thing good must be treated as newrc: 
Man pets Dog. for instance. Let’s 
say. rather, that pleasant relations 
are often found in small communi- 
ties, in contrast to the public-be- 
damned style in the big. dynamic, 
culture-rich cities. 

Here are three items about this 
little Tiberias branch collected in the 
course of just one day: 

• An American-born friend, who 
has used this branch for several 
years, told me - by way of an enor- 
mous compliment, naturally - that 
“it just doesn't seem like an Israeli 
service.” 

• Two tourists from England 
staring at a nearby hotel strongly 
urged an Israeli friend to use this 
post office because “they are so 
rerriblv nice.” As though they were 
holding a special sale of stamps! 

• And an elderly woman who lives 
nearby receives this service: every 
day. she telephones to see if there is 
mail in her post office box. And 
every day she is told whether there is 
or isn't, so she doesn’t have to make 
a trip for nothing. 

The two-man branch (Postal 
Bank, telegrams 1 packages, stamps, 
telephone tokens, tfie works) is staf- . 
fed by Mcir Bitan-, originally Trota 
Tunisia, who has been' a postal work- 
er for 35 years, and Gabi Shariki. 
originally from Morocco. Even their 
replacements, whom I have noticed 
over the years as substitutes during 
holidays and illnesses, seem to work- 
under the aura of the certificate from 
the ministry on the wall, attesting to 
the fact that this branch gives --out- 
standing service, over and above 
what is usually expected.” with pati- 
ence, politeness and efficiency. 

GABI AND MEIR can work in 
Hebrew. Arabic and French (per- 


fectly) and English and Italian 
(reasonably). This is a big help in a 
tourist area, which also has an 
absorption centre and a sizeable UN 
presence. In this cosmopolitan mix 
are quite a few Finns, and since no 
post office branch anywhere (out- 
side of Finland) provides Finnish 
speakers, the Tiberias encounters 
work perfectly well in Hebrew- 
English and Finnish-English. 

“We are here to serve the public,” 
said Meir. explaining the unusual 
attitude he shares with his col- 
leagues. and sounding like a soft- 
spoken professor of public adminis- 
tration. While we were speaking, 
two yeshiva students appeared at the 
counter and burst into our conversa- 
■ tion. 

Meir turned to them with a sad 
look. “Don't you know that it is very 
impolite to interrupt while others are 
talking?” he asked mildly. “Please 
wait until we are finished." 

Naturally, there are a few flies in 
this soothing ointment. But they 
have nothing to do with the staff. For 
instance, there are no telephone 
books around, except for one of 
Tiberias and some ancient editions 
for Haifa and Tel Aviv. 

"They get stolen.” said Meir, 
more in sorrow than in anger. “But 
we do keep them here in the office, 
and customers can request them." 
So now I know. "But.” he con- 
tinued. “just the other day someone 
I know perfectly well asked to bor- 
row the Tel Aviv book. And the next 
thing I knew, it was gone.” 

TH^N : THERE ARE the phone' 
booths, which are always out of 
order. I have seen many a tourist 
watch his tokens go down the drain. 
This is the province of Bezek (which 
is to solve all our problems with 
corporate organization and hi-tech), 
but the fault of course lies with the 
kids who regularly come around and 
break the telephones in their high- 
spirited search for tokens. I’ve seen 
them at this quite often, but they are 
pretty big kids and I haven't seen fit 
to educate them. 

"When we have time, we do go 
outside and tiy to explain to the boys 
that the telephone is an essential 


instrument and that they shouldn't 
tamper with them.” 

And what about complaints about 
the long delays in receiving mail - 
not that Meir and Gabi are the right 
address for this? "We try to explain, 
first, that the address might nor have 
been clearly written . ’ ’ said Meir with 
his usual benevolence, and an added 
ray of loyalty to his ministry. “And 
of course, there is a great shortage of 
postmen and postal clerks. Nobody 
wants to be a postman nowadays. 

"Just last summer, we had a high- 
school boy who came to take a job as 
a summer replacement. I was about 
to make the rounds with him to show 
him the ropes when he said. ‘Well, 
yes. but do me a favour. You carry' 
the bags. I'd be embarrassed if a 
friend should see me carrying mail.' I 
told him that this might not be the 
right job for him. He left, with 
relief.” 

I am. of course, charmed to have 
made the acquaintance of Meir. 
Gabi. and their colleagues, and to 
have gained the depressing know- 
ledge that they could fittingly lecture 
on “public relations" to many of the 
personnel in local service and tourist 
establishment*;. But actually. I have 
a complaint, too: my neighbourhood 
is "too far” for the thinning ranks of 
postmen to visit, so we have post 
office boxes out of necessity and not 
choice. 

The problem is that we are asked 
to pay for them - in addition to our 
municipal taxes, thus subsidizing 
other residents’ delivery routes. 

On this knotty "problem* ’raisfecl 
here as a- model of "Israeli realities” 
and certainly not as a life-and-death • 
matter in itself. I checked with the 
Main Post Office manager. Moshe 
Hariv. He. too. greeted me kindly, if 
wearily. “Yes, I know.” he said. 
"But it's nor much of a sum. Only 
IS 1,450 a year now.” 

True. Except that in the nearby 
village of Migdal. there is no house- 
to-house delivery at all. And all 
residents had boxes built for them, 
free of charge, without even asking. 
This issue I leave for the attention of 
the Ministry spokesman, so that he. 
too, can write a letter. 


THE LATEST report out of the 
boiling Likud cauldron is of an en*. 
rirely unexpected informal alliance 
between Liberal Finance Minister 
Yitzhak Moda'i and Herur Deputy 
Premier David Levy. Apparently the 
two overcame their public differ- 
ences in a private confab and re- 
portedly resolved to keep in touch. 

Inquiry elicited the explanation 
that both seek allies across the party 
divide. Moda'i has ahead) helped 
Levy by backing his opposition to 
Vice Premier Yitzhak Shamir in- 
stalling Michael Dekel as Deputy 
Defence Minister. In return Le\> 
has softened objections to proceed- 
ing with the Herut-Liberal unitv 
talks. 

The Likud rumour mills are grind- 
ing out the version that Levy offered 
Moda'i assurances of a prime spot in 
the projected merger. Perhaps this 
explains the con\ening of an anri- 
Moda'i confab that includes Tourism 
MinisrerAvraham (Abrasha) Sharir. 
Science Minister Gideon Patt. plus 
MKs like Dan Ticfaon, Ariel 
Weinstein (known for his close ties 
with Justice Minister Moshe Nisshn). 
Uriel Linn and Benny Shaiita. 

Perhaps David Levy feels a need 
for friends, because of the reported 
crumbling of pan of his own party 
camp. Not only has he had to dis- 
pense with his too indiscreet aide. 
Avner Seroussi. who will return to 
Ramie, buc he also finds 
some of his close supporters, 
like Michael Kleiner, seeming to 
be shifting in the direction of Indus- 
rry and Trade Minister .Ariel Sharon. 
Kleiner claims to be disillusioned 
wirh Levy's clout after he found 
himself in the last elections as No.49 
on the Knesset list. Does this signal a 
split in the solidly pro-Levy North 
Tel Aviv Herut branch, which ex- 
MK Kleiner leads? It’s said that 
Kleiner hasn't gotten over Levy’s 
failing to deliver the chairmanship of 
the Housing Ministry's Shikun U\ 
Fituah company, vacated after 
Jerusalem Herut boss Yehoshua 
Matza entered the Knesset. This 
plum job reportedly was also prom- 
ised by Levy to his erstwhile keen 
supporter. David Mor. 

PRIME MINISTER Shimon Peres 
came in for warm congratulations for 
his statement on the Ethiopian aliya 
issue, with praise crossing party 
fines. Even Tehiya's Geula~ Cohen 
went- out of her "way to shake his 
hand in approval for what many 
old-timers say was a speech that 
would not have shamed David Ben- 
Gurion. I'm advised that in this case, 
as in other speeches, the premier 
disdains ghost writers and writes 
them himself, showing the draft to 
his two clos e aides, cabinet secreta iy 

Uri Savir. I was given to understand 
that when he includes references to 
rabbinical or Jewish historical 
sources, he invariably consults with 
Deputy Premier and Education 
Minister Yitzhak Navon. 

Peres has established a custom of 
inviting his Cabinet colleagues and 
their wives to lunch at his Jerusalem 
residence, for a meal cooked and 
served by his wife Sonya. Recent 
guests included Ariel and Lily Shar- 
on. Last week, the Peres family 
entertained New York real estate 
tycoon Steve Shalom and his wife 
Lillian.

Preserving the 
nuclear family

WITH ECONOMIC turmoil 
stretching the country's physical and 
emotional fabric towards the 
breaking-point, it is reassuring to 
find an organization persevering in 
its efforts to preserve society's fun- 
damental social unit, the nuclear 
family. 

The Jerusalem-based Shalshelet. 
an independent organization un- 
affiliated with any political party, 
aims to provide young couples with 
what it calls "education for family 
life. Through a comprehensive 
programme of premarital and marit- 
al counselling. Shalshelet tries to- 
cover both the emotional and the. 
practical aspects of marriage and 
homemaking. 

With the blessing of the Jerusalem 
rabbinate. Shalshelet’s volunteers 
welcome couples who come to regis- 
ter for marriage. At a hospitality 
desk at the rabbinate, - the waiting 
couples are served coffee or tea and 
are invited to visit Shaisheiet’s fami- 
ly centre ro participate in workshops 
and other activities. • 

At the centre - a converted bomb- 
shelter in Rehov Shmuel Hanagid - 
the couples may be advised on wavs 
of planning their wedding celebra- 
tion, so as to have more money for’ 
furnishing their home - for example 
by hiring a smaller hall. ITje centre 
offers a traditional Jewish approach 
to such mattere as family Shabbat 
observance, but also employs mod- 
em techniques such as role-playing 
games, music and handicraft therapy 
to explore family relationships. 

One of Shalshelet’s first activities 
when it started to function two years 
ago, the centre has become so popu- 
lar that couples have had to be 
limited to five visits to make way for 
others. 

IN ADDITION to the centre. Shal- 
shelet has tried to develop model 
programmes which can be adopted * 
by larger institutions that can afford 
to operate them. One of these is a 
special project for large families at 
the Sanhedria Murhevet tipat halav 
(well-baby clinic). 


This "enhancing parenthood" 
programme in die religious neigh- 
bourhood proved indispensable fqr 
many young mothers who had .to 
cope with the needs of several young 
children without much help from 
their husbands. In some cases, hus- 
bands even objected to their wives 
joining the programme. 

The programme, begun last year 
for women under 30 with four chil- 
dren or more, offers professional 
counselling in such areas as borne 
management, child care and the 
. "crisis management” demanded by a 
large family: This vearthe successful 
pilot project -was Incorporated by the 
Health Ministry into the regular 
programme of .the. -Sanhedria tipat 
halav and ft is pla dried to extend the 
project to two more clinics. A 
second group of mothers is now in 
the programme: those with eight 
children or morei

when writing abeut the annual mass 
spectacular at which new air force 
cadets are giver their wings, defence 
reporters have to file the following 
sentence “Five thousand people 
attended the ceremony at an air 
force base somewhere in Israel.” 

Although among the invited 5.000 
are military attaches from almost 
every country with which Israel has 
relations, reporters from all the ma- 
jor news, television and radio net- 
works. hundreds of foreigners, and 
undoubtedly at least a dozen Arab 
workers, the military censorship 
office will change any reference 
other than to “an air* force base 
somewhere in Israel,” lest the 
enemy be given information that 
could be damaging to the country's 
security. 

Nor that this prevented Egypt’s 
president Anwar Sadat from landing 
at the base on one of his visits to 
Israel. The pilots who brought him 
knew the exact coordinates of the 
airfield, the layout of its runways and 
the location of its hangars. 

Secrecy takes precedence over 
logic, and habit, in the censor's eyes, 
is a virtue. There are ironclad rules 
that may not be broken. 


YET LAST WEEK the censor's

office could not prevent an out- 
pouring of hyper-sensitive detail re- 
garding the mass rescue of Ethiopian 
Jews. The name of the charter com- 
pany; where the flights were origi- 
nating; how many passengers were 
aboard each flight; where the planes 
were landing; how many people died 
along the route; what percentage of 
those arriving were ill and had to be 
hospitalized. Nothing remained sec- 
ret. And this while the operation was 
still far from completed, and while 
thousands of lives were at risk. 

While the country has been debat- 
ing responsibility for the flood of 
information about Operation 
Moses, hardly a word has been writ- 
ten or said about the role of the 
censorship authorities. 

Jewish Agency Chairman Arye 
Dulzin may have started the ball 
roiling with his statements in New 
York; and the subsequent disclosures 
in The New York Times and Nekuda, 
and the Itim report of the Nekuda

interview, all added substance to the 
rumours that had been circulating, 
but none of this was enough to 
endanger the operation. It was only 
when the two leading Israeli after- 
noon newspapers splashed the res- 
cue operation on their front pages 
and Israeli radio began running the 
story that the whole world sat up and 
took notice; that editorial rooms in 
every major capital began sending 
their reporters to search out the 
details. 

Most of the details that became 
known, however, emanated from 
Israel. Not from the press confer- 
ence organized by the Government 
Press Office, but from industrious 
reporters who now realized that the 
floodgates were open, and that this 
was no longer a story that could be 
disregarded. Within hours there was 
nothing that was not being reported 
- down to the blank looks on the 
faces of the arriving refugees. 


HOW IS IT that the censor did not 
or could not prevent the exposure of 
so sensitive a story while it was still 
happening, and while lives were at 
stake? And this notwithstanding an 
agreement reached earlier with the 
editors of the country’s major news- 
papers. as well as with the radio and 
television services. 

The censor’s legal right to monitor 
all international communications 
and the emergency powers at his 
command all proved useless in keep- 
ing from the press and the public one 
of the most crucial stories of recent 
times. 

There must be something very 
wrong with the system. 

Truth to tell, there has not been a 
serious debate on the function of 
military* censorship in Israel for 
almost two decades. Fundamentally, 
the guidelines used now are those 
established by David Ben-Gurion 
when he was prime minister and 
defence minister and the then edi- 


tors of the country’s daily newspap- 
ers. The censor still retains the 
emergency powers left behind by the 
British, to be applied to publications 
such as the foreign and West Bank 
press not covered by the Editors’ 
Committee. But in fact the country’s 
major newspapers ha\e a voluntary 
relationship with the censor, based 
more on a gentleman’s agreement 
than on law. 

This relationship is by definition a 
symbiotic one. but it has persevered. 
There is a mutually agreed forum for 
the arbitration of disputes, and de- 
spite occasional arguments, the 
understanding has functioned well. 

The first cracks in the system be- 
came evident during the war in 
Lebanon, when then defence minis- 
ter Ariel Sharon, who was res- 
ponsible for dictating policy guide- 
lines to the censor, used the blue 
pencil not to prevent the enemy from 
knowing what was going on. but to 
keep the Israeli public from know- 
ing. 

The problem was exacerbated 
when polirics and the war became 
one and the same, and when it 
became very difficult to decide what 
was a bona fide security considera- 
tion 3nd what was politics. All the 
accepted rules of behaviour broke 
down, as did the mutuality of trust 


that was essential to make the volun- 
tary agreement work. 

RAFAEL EITAN. when he was 
chief of general staff, also contri- 
buted his share to the confusion that 
began to replace the clear under- 
standing that had been in force for 
over ye; rs. 

Ar rhe first meeting he e'er had 
with the country's military cores- 
pondents. Eiran held up a. blue, 
soft-covered book, its right-hand 
comer marked with two parallel red 
strpes classifying it as top-secret, 
and said; 

“This is what is known about the 
Israeli navy by the Egyptians. Well 
over 90 per cent of the information in 
this book has come from your arti- 
cles. Israel is a country at war. and 
the role of rhe press "cannot be to 
help the enemy.” 

He went on to develop his theme, 
w hose underlying message was that 
the role of rhe Israeli military' corres- 
pondent was to write only what the 
army thought was good for the coun- 
try’s defence - regardless of whether 
or not this was a reflection of the 
truth. In other words, if he had his 
way. Israel’s free press was to be- 
come an organ of the IDF. Another 
weapon. 

Despite the bashing that the 


censor-press relationship has taken 
over the past two years, it has gone 
undiscussed. There has been incon- 
sistency' over how the Jewish terror- 
ist underground should be reported. 
There has been inconsistency over 
the defence budget, the Lavi pro- 
ject. accidents in the armed forces, 
policy in the administered territor- 
ies. the strategic talks with the U.S.. 
the diplomatic talks over Lebanon, 
and the alleged murder by members 
of the security forces of two terror- 
ists who hijacked a bus to Gaza. 

Inconsistency is probablv inherent 
in any system that has to deal with a 
huge flow of .rapidly changing in- 
formation in constantly-changing 
political circumstances. But it can- 
not be so inconsistent that an air 
force base used by the Egyptian air 
force remains a secret, while every- 
thing that one could have possibly- 
wanted to know about Operation 
Moses became available in real- 
time. 

The energy, effort and money that 
goes into maintaining military cen- 
sorship in Israel is very considerable. 
Given that it seems to be least effec- 
tive when it is most urgently needed, 
has the time not come to re-examine 
both the institution and its function?

Without prejudice

WHEN I WAS studying at the Heb- 
rew University in the late ’50s. I was 
asked to tutor a non-Jewish Ethio- 
pian student who w as a recipient of a 
Foreign Ministry scholarship in the 
halcyon days of Israel's relationship 
with black Africa. 

Yiftah and I became quite close. 
Towards the end of the year, he 
would frequently come to my home 
in Beit Hakerem to cram for exams. 

My wife later told me that some 
neighbours had expressed their re- 
sentment at the fact that Yiftah was 
such a frequent and welcome guest 
in our home. When she asked what 
they objected to. they answered: 
“How can you let a goy into your 
home?" 

None of these prejudiced neigh- 
bours ever so much as mentioned the 
obvious fact that Yiftah was black. 

I was reminded of the peculiar 
forms prejudice takes - and does not 
take - in Israel in the present flurry 
of charges and counter-charges in 
connection with the rescue of the 
Ethiopian Jewish community*. 

Our political leaders of all shades 
have been guilty* of running off at the 
mouth with alarmingly harmful re- 
sults for the better part of the past 
two decades. But in the present 


exchange of recriminations over who 
bears exclusive responsibility for 
breaking the essential secrecy 
around the rescue project, charges 
of racial prejudice have been ban- 
died about with total abandon. 

The first such insinuations were 
bruited quite publicly by many of the 
American Jewish activists who 
sought to raise Israeli consciousness 
to the plight of the Ethiopian Jews. 

In pushing their cause, many of 
these American activists frequently 
charged the Israeli establishment 
with dragging its feet in regard to the 
Ethiopian Jews, due to prejudice 
against their blackness. 

These insinuations cropped up 
again last week in reports citing 
unnamed American officials who 
hinted that the disastrous Israeli 
breaking of secrecy could possibly be 
explained by racial prejudice, which 


aimed at stopping the Ethiopian ex- 
odus. 

NOTHING COULD BE further 
from the truth. If there ever was a 
case in which people in public life 
were owed an apology* it is that of 
Menachem Begin, who as prime 
minister quietly but persistently 
pushed the idea of rescue, and the 
hundreds of Foreign Ministry. Jew- 
ish Agency people and others who 
were involved in the protracted res- 
cue project and who were besmir- 
ched by the American aedvists. 

One* should add that the final 
breakdown of the secrecy that was so 
essential to the completion of the 
rescue was the result of Israeli and 
Jewish Agency officials being driven 
to go on the defensive to counter 
such unfounded charges. The hints 
let out by Agency chairman Arye 


Dulzin and others, in such a defence, 
were the first cause of the entire 
affair hitting the international head- 
lines. 

Closer to home one can only re- 
gard in the same vein Shulamit Alo- 
ni's irresponsible charges of racial 
prejudices against her Gush Emu- 
nim and religious party bogeymen. 

The Jewish Agency’s aliya depart- 
ment director-general Yehuda 
Dominitz should not have given his 
interview to Gush Eraunim’s Neku- 
da. The periodical can be faulted for 
having neglected to submit its inter- 
view to the censor and should cer- 
tainly have refrained from plastering 
the entire issue on its front cover. 

But as one who read that issue of 
Nekuda before the matter became a 
cause celibre. I have no doubt that 
the motivation behind the interview, 
on the part of both interviewer and 


interviewee, was to prepare the 
ground (consciousness-raising) 
among the Gush Emunim settle- 
ments' for the welcoming of the 
Ethiopian immigrants into their 
midst’. 

It is certainly legitimate to oppose 
Gush Emunim on' political grounds. 
But to charge them and their 
nationalist-religious supporters with 
racial prejudice is simply nonsense. 

THE ATTITUDE of the rabbinate 
was. and is. a problem. The rabbin- 
ate was a major hindrance to the 
recognition of the Ethiopian Jews as 
full-fiedged Jews for decades. To 
some extent that was countered by 
the halachic ruling of former chief 
rabbi Ovadia Yosef that they were 
the descendants of the lost Israelite 
tribe of Dan. 

(As fictions go this is analogous to 
the fiction that the rest of us are all 
descendants of King David, despite 
our suspicious racial resemblance to 
the Romans. Slavs. Germans. 
Moroccans. Arabs and Yemenites 
among whom we were exiled for 
millennia). 

But myths and Fictions, being 
essential components of our self- 
identity. one can only welcome such 


beneficial theories as that of the 
Ethiopians being Danites. 

The current demand by the two 
chief rabbis that the Ethiopian Jews 
submit themselves to some sort of a 
baptismal immersion to clinch their 
Jewishness and to rid them of any 
lingering suspicions, is a retreat from 
Rabbi Yosef s ruling. 

But in the Byzantine world of 
obscurantist rabbinic Judaism, it is 
meant as a rear-guard action against 
the more extreme ultra-Orthodox 
rabbis who continue to reject Rabbi 
Yosefs ruling. 

Even this has nothing to do with 
racial prejudice. It is an expression 
of a hide-bound reactionary ultra- 
Orthodoxy's prejudice against 
goyim in general and against any 
attempt by some of those goyim, 
God forbid, to infiltrate the Chosen 
People without the ritual sanction of 
the ultra-Orthodox priesthood. 

AS JEWS and as Israelis, we are 
guilty of many sins that beset the 
human race. We are as prejudiced as 
any other people, but most of our 
popular prejudices are aimed at our 
fellow Jews and Israelis. (At Yek- 
kes. Rumanians. Moroccans. Gruzi- 
nimand others). 


Mercifully, racial prejudice, to the 
extent that it exists at all. is very low 
on the list of Jewish. Zionist and 
Israeli sins. That is why rhe nine- 
year-old UN resolution equaling 
Zionism with racism was such a 
cause for chagrin. 

Of at] the nationalist movements 
in the 19th and 20th centuries. Zion- 
ism was the most unprejudiced 
against other peoples, and even the 
most sensitive to the collective oppo- 
nent which it faced, the Arabs. 
(There is simply no comparing Zion- 
ist attitudes to the Arabs with recent 
Arab hatred towards Israel and Jew- 
ry)- 

There are ups and downs in the 
ethos of all peoples. For me. and for 
many others, the Israel of the 70s 
and early '80s if a painful down 
period in our moral ethos, as com- 
pared with the more difficult, but 
more exhilarating, early days of 
Zionism and of the state. 

Hopefully, the arrival of our 
Ethiopian brothers, who are so 
much in need of sympathy, and of a 
friendly helping hand into Israel and 
into the modern world, should again 
bring out what is best in us.

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THREE YEARS have passed since 
the Polish military put an end to the 
most exciting development in mod- 
ern European history. Lech Walesa • 
and Bogdan Lis. leaders of the out- ' 
kwed Solidarity free trade union, 
have been released. Mania! law has 
been formally lifted. Poland no lon- 
ger captures daily headlines, and life 
there has begun to return to normal. 

Or has it? Certain questions sriU 
need an answer. First, can the heady 
days of Polish freedom, the days of 
Solidarity, return? Second, can the 
experiment of 1980-81 in Poland be 
repeated anywhere else in the 
sprawling Soviet empire? And a final 
question we Israelis must ask; Does 
it matter to us? 

Many of the factors in the Polish 
workers’ upsurge were the outcome 
of pure chance. Among these was 
the presence of such outstanding 
trade union leaders as Walesa and 
Lis. But there were larger, more

enduring elements leading to the 
outburst in the Gdansk shipyards in 
July 1980. and it is these that are the 
precondition for Solidarity's rebirth 
and spread to other countries. 

ONE ELEMENT was the linking of 
the national straggle with the class 
struggle in Poland. History teaches 
us that no revolution has ever suc- 
ceeded without a nationalist compo- 
nent. 

The internationalists of the Rus- 
sian Bolshevik Party knew this bet- 
ter than anyone, and it was with the 
nationalist cry, “The fatherland is in 
danger," that they won both the civil 
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war and tbe war against Germany. In 
Poland, the national element, the 
burning hatred of Russian oppres- 
sion, has been subjected to centuries 
of hardening. The combination of 
national discontent with labour dis- 
content gave rise to the 10-million 
strong Solidarity free trade union. 

A second element, also to be 
found in the 1917 Russian Revolu- 
tion, comes from the outside. It is 
the critical role played by foreign 
capital in developing social contra- 
dictions in the Eastern bloc. One of 
Lenin's earliest and most important 
books was entitled The Development 
of Capitalism in Russia. Like Marx. 
Lenin believed that the introduction 
of capitalism into pre-capitalist 
societies was a positive and revolu- 
tionary development. 

The massive investment by West- 
ern banks and multi-national cor- 
porations in Poland and Eastern 
Europe throughout the 1970's 
brought about a quiet revolution in 
social relations in those countries. Its 
direct effect on Poland was the skew- 
ing of her economy to meet the 
needs of debt repayment. There is 
only one way to pay oft debts iu 
Western banks: export. In plain 
terms, this meant that the Poles 
would be eating less meat and ex- 
porting more. 

THESE TWO elements - the com- 
bined national-class factor and the 
pressure of international capital - 
have not disappeared. To the con- 
trary, they have grown far stronger. 
The Polish economy is at the mercy 
of foreign corporations and banks. 
The Soviet grip on Poland and the 
resentment it has generated have 
also increased. The two critical ele- 
ments for the rebirth of Solidarity 
are therefore present now. as they 
were present in 1980. 

The danger of a revival of Solidar- 
ity probably does not keep President 
Chernenko awake at nights. After 
all. crushing Polish freedom move- 
ments is something of a Russian 
hobby, something the Russian 
empire can do with its eyes shut. But 
what could intrude on the Soviet 
leader's sleep is the nightmare that 
Solidarity will spread to other satel- 
lite countries. And it might. 

Polish hatred of Russian rule goes 
back centuries, and is probably 
stronger than in any other East 
European country. But that doesn’t 
mean that the Hungarians, or East 
Germans, or Czechs, or Rumanians 
don’t have their own grudges, or 
their own scores to settle with the 
Soviets. 

There have been nationalist re- 
volts in Hungary (1956). East Ger- 
many (1953) and the famous Prague 
Spring of 196S. Rumania has seen its 
share of nationalist and trade-union 
upsurges, including massive miners’ 
strikes in the late 1970s and the 
formation of an independent trade 
union of their own a year before 
anyone ever heard of Lech Walesa. 


The national and class ingredient 
is present in other East European 
countries and. indeed, within the 
Soviet Union itself. The Soviet Un- 
ion is an empire in which the Rus- 
sians are an ever-shrinking factor, 
being overwhelmed by a demog- 
raphic explosion among Central 
Asians, Moslems. LTkrainians and 
other non-Russian minorities. 

Explosions of nationalist discon- 
tent inside the USSR are not as 
freqent as in Eastern Europe. 
Nevertheless, they occur. Recent 
years have seen open demonstra- 
tions. strikes, petition campaigns, 
and even terrorism directed against 
the Soviet regime. 

The other critically important ele- 
ment. the investment of foreign 
capital and its consequent warping of 
the national economies, is present 
throughout Eastern Europe. As a 
result, a number of Eastern Euro- 
pean states are now experiencing 
inflation and shortages of consumer 
goods. The demands being made by 
foreign banks on Hungary. Ger- 
many and Czechoslovakia are likely 
to produce the same pressures that 
led «o food price increases in Poland 
in July 1980. 

In a word. Solidarity may be re- 
'born. .And not only in Poland. But 
what does it mean for us? 

ISRAEL'S INTEREST in dissent 
within the Soviet empire has largely 
been confined to the question of 
Soviet Jewry. Painful memories of 
East European anti-Semitism, be- 
fore. during and after the Holocaust, 
have left a whole generation of Jews 
indifferent to the developments in 
Poland. Some have even accepted 
the Soviet-inspired slander that 
Walesa and the union he led were 
anti-Semitic. (If there w*as any anti- 
Semitic propaganda in Poland re- 
cently. it came from the government 
and not from Solidarity.) 

It should matter to us. It should 
matter not only because we are a 
decent and caring people who react 
generously to famines in Africa or 
boat people in the South China Sea. 
It should matter because we think 
strategically and politically. 

The Soviet role in the Middle East 
has been largely, if not entirely, 
negative and hostile to Israel for a 
generation. It arms our fiercest 



enemy. Syria, and opposes every 
step, such’ as Camp David, toward 
genuine peace. 

The KGB has been involved in 
even* brutal terrorist group that has 
sprung up among, the Palestinians. 
The Soviets are able to play this role 
in part because they have no public 
opinion to worry about. 

Totalitarian states can freely carry 
out aggressive wars, or sponsor such 
wars fought by others, because they 
are completely free of public critic- 
ism and not accountable to their 
citizenry. They are also compelled 
by their internal social contradic- 
tions to conduct aggressive and im- 
perialistic foreign policies. 


Every small state which has ever 
been threatened by totalitarian im- 
perialism - and we are one of them - 
has everything to gain by the demo- 
cratization of that totalitarianism, 
and by the dissolution of its empire. 
We here in Israel have everything to 
gain by the weakening of the Soviet 
hold over Eastern Europe, and by 
the liberation of those people from 
tbe totalitarian stranglehold. 

These things are not often said in 
public here. Certainly not on the 
left. The party line is that we all want 
dialogue with the Soviet Union and 
her “allies." I agree with that stand. 
I also want dialogue. I also want 
detente. 


I don't think it is a contradiction to 
be for detente and for freedom at the 
same time. (The Soviets themselves 
see no contradiction between .. 
detente and maintaining the 
“ideological struggle" with the 
West.) No, the road to genuine 
peace lies through the straggle for 
freedom and democracy. 

We have a stake in Solidarity's 
revival, in Poland's revival, and in 
the East European revolution as a 
whole. Whether we choose to know 
it or not.

A Toy Fund gift for a newcomer 


HOMECOMING is the name of a 
book of drawings bv one of Israel's 
famous artists. Jossi Stern, who is 
helping The Jerusalem Post to initi- 
ate a fund for Ethiopian Jewry. 

Stem has contributed a special 
limited edition of 300 signed and 
numbered prints, inspired by 
the Ethiopian aliya. which will be 
sold by the Homecoming Fund for 
IS70.000 each. The proceeds from 
the sales and all contributions to this 
fund will be used solely to help ease 
the absorption of Ethiopian Jews. 

Says Stern: “I know how long it 
takes to feel at home, to assuage the 
pains and the traumas of being up- 
rooted. It's a lifetime struggle to find 
your interpretation of belonging.'' 

When he himself came on aliya in 


1939 , it took him six months to reach 
the shores of Palestine. With the 
German Army at his back, he and 
2.000 other orphans from Budapest. 
Vienna and Prague travelled by log 
rafts, which were literally frozen in 
the Danube, as they waited for their 
contacts to take them to the Black 
Sea. On the Turkish coal ship Zac- 
charia they played hide and seek 
with British warships but eventually 
were -caught near Haifa. They were 
interned for six months in Atiit. 

In the internment camp. Stem 
began to draw with shards of glass. 
He used the sun's rays to bum pic- 
tures into wood. His output became 
a means of banering for food and a 
means of communicating with 
others. Within three years of leaving 


Hungary. Stem began studying and 
teaching at Jerusalem's Bezalel 
Academy, and he has .remained 
there for over 4U years. 

Stern's strong identification with 
successive waves of immigration 
eventually led to his book Home- 
coming. His generous gift will cer- 
tainly help The Jerusalem Post in its 
effort to launch the Homecoming 
Fund.

JERUSALEM POST Funds staffers 
set out again this week with a load of 
toys to distribute. This time the 
recipients were more than a 100 
Ethiopian children in the Mevas- 
seret Zion Absorption Centre. 

The centre, 
which has been a 
transition station 
for professional 
olim from West- 
ern countries, is 
struggling to cope 
with the sudden 
influx of Ethio- 
pian immigrants. 
Many of them have been separated 
from their families. Most are in a 
state of culture chock and cannot yet 
fend for themselves. 

A tarn Kligman. who heads the 
centre, suggested that the toys be 
basic and uncomplicated - dolls, 
trucks and cars, balls, noise-makers 
and picture books with one or two 
Hebrew words on each page so the 
children could begin working on a 
basic vocabulary. This proved to be 
more difficult than one might think. 
Even the simplest books have pic- 
tures of calendars, fire engines and 
other objects that are new to the 
Ethiopian children. "Basic" is clear- 
ly a culturally relative term. One 
little girl became fearful when we 
tried to make her take the plastic 
wrapping off her doll. She would not

be persuaded that it wasn't an integ- 
ral part of the toy. 

It is impossible to describe ade- 
quately the pleasure the children 
experienced from these simple toys, 
which so many Israeli youngsters 
take for granted. But many basic 
necessities are still urgently needed. 
The local schools and veshivot have 
undertaken to gather clothing for the 
new arrivals, but a washing machine 
is urgently needed. Anyone willing 
to donate a used machine in good 
working condition can contact the 
centre at 02- 54 199].. 

Also urgently needed are small 
blow heaters with thermostatic con- 
trol since kerosene and gas heaters 
have proved too difficult for the 
Ethiopians to handle. Underwear 
and socks are also needed. 

The Jerusalem Post has created u 
new fund, called Homecoming (see 
related story this page) to deal with 
the special emergency needs of olim 
from Ethiopia. Until it gets into full 
operation the Toy Fund and the 
Forsake Me Not campaign are filling 
the gap.

IN THE beginning of the second 
book of the Torn, we are told about 
the enslavement and affliction of the 
Children of Israel in the land of 
Egypt.’ The actual event of the ex- 
odus from bondage comes much la- 
ter. Yet. "Exodus" was the name 
given to the entire book in an early 
Greek translation and carried over 
from there to all European Inn-' 
guages. In Jewish tradition the book 
is known as "She mot . " names, refer- 
ring to the opening verse of the 
book: "These are the names..." 
There is. however, evidence that 
Jews in ancient times also referred to 
it in Hebrew as the book of exodus 
from Egypt, sefer yeziat mizrayim 
(in Aramaic mafkanct. or as sefer 
ha-geula, the book of redemption. 

Both titles of the second book of 
the Tora. are more than just its 
technical designations. The fact rhat 
the Book of Redemption opens with 
a list of names, those of the leaders 
of the tribes of Israel, shows that 
names played an important role in 
the process of liberation from Egyp- 
tian slavery. What is in a name'’ A 
whole world of culture and tradition. 

One of the main factors that kept 
the Children of Israel together as 
one people and merited their heing 
liberated, was. according to early 
rabbinic sources IMckhilta. Vavikra-

rahba etc. I. the fact that they did not 
change their original Hebrew 
names, trying to accul [urate in Egyp- 
tian society. “They came to Egypt as 
Reuben.. Shimon and Levi - and 
stayed as such." 

According to biblical lore, a name 
represents the personality of its 
bearer, as well as the aspirations and 
directions of those who gave it. For 
the life of me. I do not understand 
why good and pious Jews in this day 
and age. unlike their ancestors in 
Egyptian bondage, reject beautiful 
and meaningful Hebrew names for 
themselves and theiT children. I shall 
never forget the shock I experienced 
when, on my first visit abroad. I met 
many learned Orthodox rabbis 
answering to such names as Paul and 
Peter. 

When Jacob blessed his Egyptian- 
born grandchildren, saying: "Let my 
nnme.be named on them, and the 
name of my fathers Abraham and 
Isaac" (Genesis 4N:lt>). he- wanted 


them to be named Jacob or Israel, 
and not Julius or Isadore: Abraham 
or Isaac, not Andrew or Ignatz. or 
other such names, which are loaded 
with non-Jewish, sometimes anti- 
Jewish associations. 

THE MAIN THEME throughout 
the second book of the Tora is. 
however, the exodus. It comes about 
as a culmination of a process of 
liberation, which starts unrolling in 
the beginning of the book. 

Two women, whose names appear 
only once in the Bible, are credited 
with opening the road to freedom. 

"Then the king of Egypt spoke to 
the Hebrew mid wives, one whose 
name was Shifrah and the other 
whose name was Puah. And he said: 
When you deliver the Hebrew 
women, look at the birthstool. if it is 
a boy kill him; if it is a girl let her live. 
But the midwives feared God. and 
did not do as the king of Egypt told

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them, but let the children live” (Ex- 
odux 1:15-17). 

Here, with this heroic act of civil 
disobedience, two obscure working 
women defying the moral orders of 
the mighty king, begins a process of 
liberation that has had resounding 
universal and everlasting implica- 
tions. The exodus could have never 
taken place were it not for this first 
act of resistance to evil by Shifrah 
and Puah. 

It is interesting to note that the 
first time the children of Israel are 
called "am." a people, is in the 
words of Pharoah. The first one to 
become aware of their identity as a 
nation was not one of them, but 
rather their arch-enemy, the new 
king of Egypt, who warns his own 
people that "Behold the people of 
the Children of Israel are too many 
and too mighty" (ibid..

ANOTHER INTERPRETATION 
of the story of the two midwives 
throws light on an educational prob- ’ 
lem. which has been on rhe mind of 
many people in recent years. 
According to this interpretation, the 
phrase "Hebrew midwives” does not 
mean that the midwives were them- 
selves Hebrews, but that they were 
actually Egyptian women who 
served as midwives for the Hebrews. 
(This view is proposed by many' 
commentators, from Philo in the 
first century, through Midrash Tad- 
she. medieval Abravanel and mod- 
em exegetes like shadal and mal- 


bim ). This makes their act even 
more heroic. We may understand 
how Hebrew women would muster 
the courage to disobey the king's 
orders and refuse to "kill.- Hebrew 
children. But consider the signifi- 
cance of their deed if Shifrah and 
Puah were valiant Egyptian women 
who rebuffed the great Pharoah. 
They did not say. "my country, right 
or wrong." 

What was it that made those early 
"righteous gentiles," as well as those 
who acted in the Holocaust, diffe- 
rent from the rest of their own peo- 
ple? What was it that gave them the 
courage to resist evil , even at the risk 
of their lives? The answer offered in 
the Bible (verse 17) is that the “mid- 
wives feared God and did not do as 
the king of Egypt commanded 
them." 

What is this "fear of God” that 


gives a person the stamina of spiritlo 
stand alone on the side of justice and 
morality in the face of danger? How 
can such a quality be instilled in the 
young? ’ v ' '• 

Despite all the research in recent 
years on the phenomenon of the 
not-too-numerous “righteous gen- 
tiles" of the Holocaust (special men- 
tion should be made of the work in 
this area of Rev. Doug Heuneke}. 
the answer to these questions is still 
not evident. The case of the Hebrew 
midwives is proof that dissenting 
individuals can resist evil, and this-is 
sometimes even rewarding.

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GIDEON RAFAEL was bom in 
Berlin. On March 5, 1933. the date 
of the elections that brought Hitler 
to power, he turned 20. which gave 
him the right to vote. He voted 
socialist. 

The following day his parents re- 
ceived a warning. The boy was sus- 
pect because he had been an active 
member of the Student Socialist Un- 
ion. The young Rafael promptly 
packed a small bag and left Ger- 
many. by the simple stratagem of 
joining a bunch of workers who 
walked across the Rhine early in the 
morning from Kehl to their jobs in 
Strasbourg, France. 

■ Rafael reached Palestine, and in 
;i936 became a founder member of 
;Kibbutz Hazorea. His group did not 
ihave authority to form a settlement, | 
.'and their title to the land was dis- 4 
puted by a neighbouring Arab vil- c 
■lage. As to the first problem Gideon % 
iRafaei, chosen to be mukhtar, jour- ± 
jneyed with two of his associates to ~ 
■see Moshe Shertok (later Sharett) at 
'the Jewish Agency in Jerusalem. 

, Shertok’s secretary was Yehuda 
Gaulan. who, like Rafael, was to 
become an ambassador in the course 
of time. Gaulan said: “You cannot 
see the head of the Political Depart- 
ment without an appointment." 
What to do? Rafael whispered to his 
companions. “Let's find out where 
Shertok lives and catch him at his 
home." 

When Rafael rang the Shertoks’ 
bell late that afternoon, he received 
a cordial reception and secured au- 
thorization to start building. 

■ Meanwhile, things had worsened 
in the Arab villages. Shots were 
exchanged - “it was my baptism of 
fire." recalls Rafael. Almost 50 
years later, he was addressing a 
meeting in St. Gallen, Switzerland. 
Impressed by his convivial mien, one 
of the listeners asked whether he had 
ever used his good humour in di- 
plomacy. 

"Yes." he replied. “Back then, 
when we confronted the Arabs 
eyeball to eyeball. The village mukh- 
mr wanted to show that the issue in 
dispute was a matter of life and 
death. He opened his galabiya. 
pointed to his chest and cried ‘shoot 
me!' 

“1 said. ‘Ahmed, go home first 
. and have a wash. You can’t present 

• yourself like that at the gates of 
Paradise, they'll never let you in.’ 

. Both sides roared with laughter, the 
dispute was settled and we main- 
tained peaceful relations thereaf- 
ter." 

w IN 1939, Rafael was sent on a top- 

• secret mission to Holland: he had to 

. arrange for the illegal immigration of 

• 400 would-be kibbuizniks. The Brit- 
ish must not know; they were run- 

. ning constant naval patrols to pre- 
vent illicit entry. 

• , The local Jewish community was 
.helpful. Rafael warned them 
solemnly of the need for total secre- 
cy. This was a clandestine operation, 

. lips must be sealed. Death rather 
than betrayal. 

. “Our organization had bought a 
.suitable craft, ft wasn't exactly the 
_ Queen Mary, being a 6CHJ-ton tramp 
steamer. The local community was 
shocked at its appearance and argu- 
ments broke out. The next morning I 
unfolded my newspaper and almost 
. passed out. Before ray eyes was an 
open declaration to press and public: 
.'.We shall never let our good people 
.be carried in that Death Ship.’ 

“Despite this appalling breach of 
_ security the job had to be done. My 
'gontact with the Dutch government 
’was the minister of interior, no less, 

; who approved gleefully of our gal- 
jam venture. I entered his office for a 
’stealthy consultation between the 
four walls, only to hear the minister 
bellow through the open door to his 
secretary in the next room: Bring in 
the Jewish Secret Expedition file.’ 
Unnerved but still undeterred.

we proceeded with the boarding at 
the dead of night - 2 a.m. to be 
precise. An official of the ministry 
was there to see the heroic voyagers 
off. To our surprise, he opened a 
bottle of champagne, poured out 
glasses for all, raised his in the air 
and proposed a toast: “To Queen 
Wilhelmina - and to a successful 
landing by our friends on their new 
shore.’ I saw darkness. 

“He had at least avoided saying 
which shore, in order not to alert the 
enemy - who couldn’t possibly have 
been expected to guess. By a mira- 
cle, the boat - the first in Aliya Bet to 
sail all the way round the Atlantic 
and through Gibraltar - reached its 
destination and unloaded its passen- 
gers on that unnamed shore safe and 
sound. 

“Years later, when 1 was ambassa- 
dor in Britain, I found myself seated 
at an official dinner next to an admir- 
al. Hearing that I was from Israel, he 
recounted the most dismal job that 
had ever fallen to him: intercepting 
illegal vessels on their way to Pales- 
tine. ‘And what were you doing in 
those days, ambassador?’ 

““I was running your blockade, 
admiral/." 

THAT WAS NOT the only reunion 
of old warriors from opposite 
armies. In 1940, Rafael had joined 
the forces. His unit was despatched 
by the British to patrol an area 
between Damascus and the Iraqi 
border. At that time, the Germans 
were planning a drop of two para- 
chute divisions from Crete to attack 
the British in their rear (their front 
was the Afrika Korps in Libya and 

.Egypt)- . , 

“German agents filtered in for 
reconnaissance, but our side man- 
aged to round many of them up. 
Recently, when I was director- 
general of the Foreign Ministry. I 
escorted a distinguished visitor. 
Walter Scheel, then Germany’s fore- 
ign minister (he later became presi- 
dent). While touring the northern 
borders we got talking about the war 
years. I told him about our patrol 
and the threatened parachute jump. 
“‘Heavens above,’ said Schell, when 
he heard my story. ‘I was on the staff 
in Crete preparing that airborne op- 
eration. We wondered why so many 
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of our infiltrated men were dis- 
appearing. Here am I sitting next to 
a man who had a share in defeating 
our effort. Wait till I tell the officer 
who was my commander - he’s still 
alive.’ 

““We didn’t defeat vour effort,* I 
replied, ‘you did it yourselves by 
invading Russia.' The two parachute 
divisions were - thankfully - re- 
moved from Crete to the Soviet front 
before they could be dropped in 
Syria.” 

IN 1973 Rafael was gazing at the city 
of Damascus once again, from the 
Israeli lines during the Yora Kippur 
War. He knew the He of the land and 
with the aid of binoculars could spot 
the Katana barracks in the distance. 
“Who do you think built those bar- 
racks?" he asked the soldiers around 
him. 

“The French?" they suggested. 
"The Syrians? The Russians?" 

“None of those. Solel Boneh built 
them,’’ said Rafael. “They did it for 
the British army.” 

Yet another coincidence concerns 
the late Lord Avon, formerly 
Anthony Eden, with whom Rafael, 
while serving in London, became 
fast friends. Eden told him the fol- 
lowing story: In 1935 as foreign 
secretary, he visited Hitler, who re- 
ceived him grandly in Berchtesgar- 
ten. Over dinner they talked of 
World War I. The German fuehrer 
drew on the back of a menu the 
dispositions of the British and Ger- 
man forces at the location where 
Hitler was gassed. 

Eden pointed on that same menu 
to the place where he had been 
stationed as a young lieutenant, 
within calling distance of Hitler's 
unit. Eden retailed this event later to 
his French opposite number Jean 
Francois -Poncet, who exclaimed: 
“You wretch, what were you think- 
ing of? With one pot-shot you could 
have prevented the greatest disaster 
in world history.” 

RAFAEL’S FIRST foreign service 
post was as a member of Israel's 
delegation to the LTN. In the early 
Fifties, Secretary- General Trygve 
Lie entertained the idea of forming a 
contingent of some 300 uniformed 
guards to watch over UN installa- 
tions in New York and elsewhere. 

For some reason, the Russians 
objected fiercely. Andrei Vishinsky 
declared in pompous language: *T 
can see the day when the secretaiy- 
general. riding on a white horse 
leads this force onto the sovereign 
territory of a member state...” 

Riding on a white horse? Rafael 
recalls Trygve Lie as a man so bulky 
as to dwarf Ariel Sharon. Being the 
next speaker after Vishinsky, he 
announced to the assembly that his 
government did not share Soviet 
apprehensions. “We have more con- 
fidence in the secretary-general’s 
statesmanship than in his horse- 
manship,” he pronounced reassur- 
ingly. 

A year later Golda Meir (then 
labour minister) joined the delega- 
tion. She had been minister in 
Moscow and was thought to be the 


right person to denounce the Doc- 
tors' Plot in the Soviet Union. 

That evening her son Menahem 
Meir was giving a cello concert in 
Carnegie Hall. Rafael remembers 
that Golda was as nervous about that 
as about her own performance ar the 
tribune of the nations. 

“She delivered, as usual, a superb 
oration. Vishinsky made no re- 
sponse fit is beneath my dignity to 
answer such trash.’) Stalin had died 
and he probably sensed an imminent 
change of policy. 

''The next morning. I entered 
Golda's room, newspaper in hand. 
‘It's on the front page of The New 
York Times. I told her triumphantly. 
Wonderful.' she said. 'Menahem’s 
concert on the from page, what 
could be better?'. 

**‘No.' I corrected her. ’Not 
Menahem's concert - your speech.’” 

"IN. 1982. I visited Lebanon and 
asked to meet Charles Malik and 
Camille Chamoun. I wanted to tell 
Chamoun what had happened to a 
point of order he had raised in the 
UN 35 years before. Unfortunately, 
the bombardment of Beirut began 
and I wasn't able to see either man. 
Since then. Chamoun has died". 

The event in the UN happened on 
November 29. 1947. when the 
General Assembly was about to vote 
on the partition’ resolution. Cha- 
moun planned to spring a surprise at 
3 p.m. by proposing a three-month 
postponement of the vote on the 
ground that the Arabs had had 
second thoughts and now favoured a 
federal solution (instead of parti- 
tion). 

“Of course, they favoured nothing 
of the sort, the whole thing was a 
trick or delaying tactic to prevent the 
vote.” says Rafael. “But we Israelis 
got word of their intention at 1.50 
p.m. Sharett and I went to see the 
chief Soviet delegate. Andrei 
Gromyko. w*ho was on our side at 
the time, and the chief American 
delegate Hershel Johnson. We 
warned them about the risk of a 
heavy procedural debate”. 

“You leave procedure to me.” 
Gromyko growled. As soon as Cha- 
moun had had his say. Gromyko 
stood up and boomed: “Point of 
order? This is a point of disorder." 
He made it as clear as he could to the 
president of the assembly (Oswaldo 
Aranha. of Brazil) that Chatnoun's 
intervention should be set aside and 
the chamber should proceed to the 
vote. Happily the president com- 
plied. But Rafael was never able to 
tell Chamoun how this counter- 
move to the Arab initiative had been 
cooked up. 

Charles Malik was representative 
of Lebanon in the UN and his seat 
was next to Rafael’s. They became 
quite friendly. In 1953 Rafael re- 
turned to Israel as counsellor for 
Middle East affairs at the ministry in 
Jerusalem. The New York Times 
reported the appointment, stating 
that his task would be “to prepare 
specific plans for settlement of some 
of Israel’s disputes with the Arabs, 
against the day when agreement 
seems near.” 

Malik genially approached 
Rafael, beaming his congratula- 
tions: “You are a lucky chap to have 
landed such a nice job - a job that 
will both be perfectly quiet, and will 
last you a lifetime." 

This story is mentioned in Rafael’s 
book of memoirs Destination Peace. 
of which he managed to send a copy 
to Malik. He got a reply. Malik 
wrote: “I crave the possibility of 
visiting you and many other ac- 
quaintances in Israel." adding: 
"What all men of goodwill imbued 
with love of real peace should pursue 
today is reconciliation. 

BEFORE RAFAEL left New York 
for his new job, ambassador Abba 
Eban gave a farewell reception for 
him. It was the first to be attended by 
Soviet officials since the resumption 
of diplomatic relations with Israel 
(they had been suspended the year 
before). Semyon Tsarapkin, 
Gromyko’s right-hand man. 
appeared and took Rafael aside: 
“Do you think that now they’ll put 
back the name on my street in Tel 
Aviv?" 

“Semyon," said Rafael, “they 
never took it off." He explains to- 
day: “What I said was perfectly true. 
There had never been a Tsarapkin 
Street in Tel Aviv, so there was no 
name to take off." 

Rafael continued to attend the 
General Assembly in New York 
when it sat. In 1961. he heard 
Gromyko thundering against Dag 
Hammarskjold in the most unbri- 
dled terms. Feeling sympathy for the 
secretary-general. Rafael told him 
how shocked he was at this kind of 
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personal abuse. Hammarskjodd: "I 
can rake a lot from them, but I don’t 
know whether I can stand their vul- 
garity." 

"As I walked out of his room. 
Hammarskjold suddenly blurted: 
•You know . I look to the right an d I 
look to the left, and I fed there are 
animals lurking in the dark.’" Rafael 
stood stockstill, struck by the drama- 
tic intensity of his words. 

"When Golda and 1 flew across 
the Atlantic again later that year for 
the September session, we heard on 
the radio of his tragic death in an 
aeroplane crash on the Congo 
border." 

When he was ambassador in Bri- 
tain. Rafael was also accredited to 
Dublin. While on a visit to Ireland he 
cautiously inquired whether Lord 
Moyne would receive him. Moyne's 
father had been killed in Cairo in 
19-14 by two members of the Lehi 
underground organization. His Jew- 
ish assassins were executed by the 
Egyptians. 

The younger Lord Moyne re- 
sponded by inviting Rafael to tea. 
Conversation was cordial, with no 
mention of the tragic past. 

The year after, in 1975. the bodies 
of the men who had killed Lord 
Moyne were brought to Israel for 
re-burial. This caused an uproar in 
Britain. The London Times reported 
that Israel's Education Ministry had 
ordered briefings in class on the 
heroism of the two terrorists. The 
pupils were to be told that Moyne 
had actively prevented the escape of 
Jews front the Nazis and had deni- 
grated the Jews as a mongrel race. 

Before long the present Lord 
Moyne was on the phone pleading 
with Rafael that the Israelis desist 
from poisoning the minds of the 
children with untrue allegations ab- 
out his father. Rafael called the 
then-foreign minister. Yigael Alien, 
who was able to publish a formal 
denial of the Times story. The mem- 
ory of the dead British statesman was 
not being defamed in Israel's 
schools. 

Moyne was so relieved that he 
invited the Israeli ambassador, when 
Rafael was next in Ireland, to visit 
the famous Guinness brewery which 
his family owned. “I was entertained 
to lunch by the whole board of the 
Guinness company." Rafael recalls 
with pleasure. 

Some say that Moyne had been 
savagely anti-Zionist: others that he 
is much maligned. Gershon Avner 
(who was interviewed earlier in this 
series') recalls that Moyne addressed 
the Oxford Union Society. As union 
president. Avner entertained him to 
dinner, and when Moyne discovered 
that his host was from Palestine, he 
spoke about that country's prob- 
lems. 

Avner maintains that Moyne had 
indeed been anti-Zionist when coJo-

nial secretary, but at the time that 
they met he had changed his stance 
and supported the creation of a Jew- 
ish state in accordance with the parti- 
tion plan. Avner passed this in- 
formation to Joseph Linton at the 
Jewish Agency in London. Chaim 
Weizmann was pleased at the new's, 
which went to confirm information 
he had from other sources about a 
positive change in Moyne's views. 

EARLIER. Rafael had been ambas- 
sador in Brussels, where he made the 
acquaintance of Elizabeth of Bel- 
gium. the queen mother. He 
escorted her on a visit to Israel, and 
on her return trip she was apprised of 
something new: a phone aboard the 
plane. Would she like to make a call? 
’Yes. 1 would like to speak with my 
grandson. King Baudouin.'” 

The king was supposed to meet 
her at the airport. He was startled to 
hear her voice, wondering whether 
she had not yet left Lod or had 
arrived in Brussels early. “Where 
are you speaking from, mother.” he 
wanted to know" 

*T am speaking from heaven." she 
replied. 


He was reassured by the captain 
that he had time to get to the airport. 

That w as not Rafael's only contact 
with royalty. When Britain's Queen 
Elizabeth entertained Ephraim Kat- 
zir (Israel's president) at Windsor 
Castle for lunch. Katzir sat on one 
side of the queen and the ambassa- 
dor on the other. 

What kind of person is the queen? 
"Likeable and remarkably well- 
informed." Rafael recalls. "She sur- 
prised Katzir by her enlightened 
questions on things he had been 
doing in the field of biology. Turning 
to me. she referred to a lecture I had 
given shortly before at Reading Uni- 
versity. and took up a number of 
points 1 had made. 

“She has an exceptional capacity 
for putting people at their ease.” 
Her sense of humour came out on 
another occasion. Rafael had heard 
on his car radio while driving to the 
palace that Archbishop Makarios of 
Cyprus had fallen from office. 

He naturally passed the news on to 
his royal hosts. Elizabeth turned to 
her husband and said: "You see. 
Philip, we are always the last people 
in the realm to be informed." .

frozen rale. The Industry- and Trade 
Ministry and the Treasury differ 
here again as to which prices should 
he allowed to rise and by how much. 

Tite ministry has drawn up cate- 
gories ot items and the degree to 
which their prices should be allowed 
lo rise. According lo the ministry's 
proposals, imported items should 
rise by the full amount, while those 
wiih imported components only 
should rise by less. The ministry 
supports continued price controls 
with revisions at set intervals. 

Tlie Histadrut has called for con- 
tinued price controls, though pri- 
vately. labour federation officials 
acknowledge that prices will have to 
rise at the end of the present agree- 
ment. 

Unemployment 

The Histadrut’s official stand is 
“full employ ment." and it will de- 
mand that measures to combat un- 
employment occupy a central posi- 
tion in the follow-up deal. Histadrut 
representative Gideon Ben-Yisrael 
intends demanding that the re- 
sources earmarked for the fight 
against unemployment be itemized 
in the state budget. 

The government has yet to enunci- 
ate a clear unemployment policy. 
While Peres* public position is close 
to that of the Histadrut. Moda'i 
appears inclined to accept a measure 
of unemployment. 

The Treasury is counting on the 
dismissal of up to 40,000 workers 
from the civil service, and Peres has 
suggested that dvil servants work a 
five-day week, for reduced wages, as 
a means of preventing dismissals. 


SUBSIDY CUTS 


The manufacturers support the five- 
day week proposal. 

Kessar rejected the proposal when 
it was first made last week, saying 
that it was a subject for individual 
factories to decide for themselves. 
However. Civil Servants Union 
secretary Reuven Ben-Ami said this 
week that the union would be pre- 
pared to negotiate the matter with 
the government. 

Taxes 

Moda'i is depending on increased 
taxation, such as property taxes, 
health service taxes and the like, to 
raise revenue. The manufacturers 
are opposed to increased taxation, in 
particular the proposed property 
tax. 

The Histadrut is insisting that the 
government implement its undertak- 
ing in the current package deal to 
levy a 4 per cent tax on the self- 
employed. Moda'i promised to im- 
plement the tax during a meeting last 
week, but it is adamantly opposed by 
the manufacturers. 

The Histadrut has also demanded 
that the government give workers a 5 
percent tax rebate, as agreed in the 
package deal, and implement the 
recommendations of the Steinberg 
Committee on taxation - one of 
which was a 15 per cent reduction in 
the income taxes paid by workeif 
and the self-employed . 

Moda'i has reportedly accepted 
the Steinberg recommendations in 
principle, though he has not commit- 
ted himself to a timetable of imple- 
mentation. The manufacturers are 
opposed to the recommendation 


that the Taxation under Conditions 
of Inflation Law be revised and com- 
pany taxes increased. 

All three sides have approved the 
recommendations of a joint sub- 
committee on black capital, and the 
Treasuiy and the Justice Ministry 
have been instructed to begin pre- 
paring legislation based on the prop- 
osals. 

Compensation 

The payment of compensation to 
private sector workers for past infla- 
tionary erosion promises to be one of 
the most serious sticking points in 
the negotiations. The Histadmt's de- 
mand for compensation is based on 
the private sector work agreement 
and its own statistics, but the manu- 
facturers maintain that wages have 
not been eroded and refuse to pay 
the compensation. The government 
has yet to commit itself on the issue, 
though the Treasury is believed to 
oppose the payment of compensa- 
tion. 

Export incentives 

One of the manufacturers 1 central 
demands is that the government sup- 
port export industries through sub- 
sidies and other incentives. The 
Treasury is opposed to increasing 
export subsidies, while the Histadrut 
has not adopted a public position on 
the issue. 


ports the manufacturers demand 
that rates must drop to little more 
than 1 per cent above the monthly 
inflation rate. 


The central bank maintains, 
however, that rates are unlikely to 
drop beyond their present 10 per 
cent per month, due to the rising 
demand for credit and the limited 
liquidity in the system. 


Budget cuts 

Though not directly connected to 
the package deal, the government's 
inability to cut its budget endangers 
the ultimate success of any economic 
programme. Both the manufactur- 
ers and the Histadrut have said repe- 
atedly that the package deal follow-- 
up must be part of a comprehensive 
economic programme - at the core 
of which must be a reduced budget. 

Privately. Histadrut officials ack- 
nowledge that the budget must be 
cut. though the inevitable outcome 
will be increased unemployment. 
The Histadrut insists that resources 
saved in budget cuts be made avail- 
able for the prevention of unemploy- 
ment and the creation of jobs. 

All three sides agree on one mat- 
ter at least: If the budget is not cut. 
neither package deal “B” nor any 
other plan wifi have any chance of 
success. 


Interest rates 

The manufacturers have been out- 
spokenly critical of the Bank of 
Israel for failing to reduce interest 
rates substantially, as provided for in 
the package deal. The Histadrut sup-

A CAMERI EXIT

MANAGERS of the major state- 
subsidized theatres have given us 
some dramatic exits and en- 
trances this year. At the Khan in 
Jerusalem. Ada Ben-Nahum 
stomped out among the potholes and 
craters in the budget, and Yossi 
Yzraely came in as artistic director, 
pushing a broom that swept the place 
clear of almost all staff and actors. 
He started from scratch, with his 
own concept of Jewish material as 
nostalgia for the impossible. 

Haifa glowed over the marriage- 
made-in-heaven between manager 
Noam Semel and artistic director 
Omri Nitzan. Together they de- 
veloped a flourishing-programme-of 
main stagersraall ^tage.and'.com- 
munity theatre - all dedicated to 
their own version of Jewish and 
Israeli theatre. Until, one day about 
three months ago. Nitzan was sud- 
denly in Tel Aviv, newly-appointed 
artistic director of Habimah. the 
national theatre, replacing David 
Levin. 

Back in Haifa, the team of play- 
wright Yehoshua Sobol and director 
Gedalia Besser, who are responsible 
for two of the municipal theatre's 
greatest successes - Soul of a Jew and 
Ghetto - jointly took on the role of 
artistic director, so that now Haifa 
has a managing manage k trois. 

The next exit will be that of Uri 
Ofer. manager of the Cameri. Tel 
Aviv's municipal theatre, at the end 
of the current season. Ofer’s recent 
announcement of his intentions was 
less dramatic than- those of some of 
his colleagues, but it bodes signifi- 
cant change and offers an opportun- 
ity to look at the current state of the 
Cameri in particular and arts admi- 
nistration in general.

Ofer says, “Opening a 
theatre is not like opening a store. It 
takes years to create a name.” If it 
comes to choosing between subsidiz- 
ing imported talent and, say. closing 
the Beersheba Municipal Theatre, 
he votes to cancel the imports.

OFER. solidly built, blond and bald- 
ing. was a kibbutznik before he 
headed the Israel Information Cen- 
tre in the Prime Minister’s Office, 
and then left Jerusalem to take up 
the role of Cameri administrative 
director. He did that for nine years, 
and has been general director for 
another nine. Which means he’s 
been behind the big desk and in the 
wings for nearly half of the theatre’s 
life: it celebrated its 40th anniversary 
last fall. 

No. he says, his decision to quit is 
“not necessarily linked” to the 
appointment of a single artistic 
director to replace the artistic advis- 
ory 1 committee Ofer has worked with 
for most of the last nine years. Ilan 
Ronen. the new appointee, was a 
member of the advisory committee, 
and it was Ofer who initiated his 
appointment. 

With Ronen officially “in," the 
administrative director will have less 
to say about repertory and less con- 
tact with actors and directors. But in 
any case, says Ofer. it was getting 
more and more impossible to be 
responsible for art when he had to 
“worry from morning to night about 
money.” 

His decision stems from his own 
need for change, he says; his current 
three-year term ends this summer. ■ 
He has some regrets about leaving at 
such a crucial time. But he’s had 
enough. 


A FEW DAYS before we talked, 
he'd announced that the Cameri 
might close soon for lack of funds. 
Not only was the real value of the 
Ministry of Education and Culture 
subsidy dwindling, but the Tel Aviv 
municipality had been sitting on its 
share of support - ie. not paying 
what it didn't have - and there was 
no way of covering salaries at the 
Cameri. 

The Cameri has a $400,000 deficit 
which developed over the last two 
and a half years from delayed, or 
stopped subsidy payments, “maybe 
from excessive activity of the theatre 
in past years.” and. of course, in- 
terest payments. Talks are under 


ADMINISTRATORS of the arts in 
Israel have still not forgotten the 
festival of 1982, which left a deficit of 
over a million dollars -“a larger debt 
than that of all five theatres together 
for tire past two and a half years.” As 
a result, the 1983 festival was cancel- 
led. Last year’s festival, under the 
new administration of Yishai Amra- 
mi and Avital Mossinsohn, came out 
in the red. 

But Ofer, while granting the im- 
portance of imported talents as a 
stimulus for local talent, is worried: 
if the investment is not a sound one, 
there's no one to pick up the tab but 
the government, which is already 
investing about a third of the re- 
quired $lm. in the festival. If the 
government loses - if there is any- 
thing left to lose - subsidies to native 
talent decline. 

Who decides what shall live and 
what shall die? As tilings stand, the 
funds come from the Culture Divi- 
sion of the Ministry of Education, 
and they are disbursed in consulta- 
tion with the Public Council for 
Culture and the Arts. The head of 
the .culture division and the head of 
the council are the same person, 
currently Avner Shalev. The Coun- 
cil can advise him, but has no 
decision-making power. 

The problem - the excessive pow- 
er of bureaucrats -has been pointed 
out before, but the harder the 
budget decisions, the more crucial it 
becomes. “I have nothing against 
bureaucrats," says Ofer. “I was one 
myself once." But after the monev 
has been allotted to “culture," he 
says, its disbursement must be in the 
hands of an independent council 
whose decisions are made on artistic 
grounds only. It must have the inde- 
pendence of the British Arts Coun- 
cil, for instance, or of Israel's Coun- 
cil for Higher Education, which gets 
its funding from the Education 
Ministry but is independent regard- 
ing disbursement to universities. 
Concedes Ofer; in times of crisis, 
such an urgent restructuring is not 
likely. 

Ofer has developed a reputation 
for tilting at another institutional 
windmill - probably with greater 
success.

Company gets off the ground

■TBs'Erst day of 1985 marked the 
official- birthday of United Mizrahi 
(i'erseas Holding Company B.V.. 
#e new bankholding corporation 
that w3J henceforth control Mizra- 
hfsforeign operations. 

1 After long negotiations with its 
oiML partners and with regulatory 
authorities in several countries. Miz- 
rghi's executives were able in Kite 
December to sign the documents 
establishing the new corporation. 
‘^Mizrahi Overseas has an initial 
‘ authorized and subscribed capital of 
S!O0:5 million. Bank Mizrahi has 
committed itself to always maintain- 
ing a controlling stake in both equitv 
and voting rights in the company, so 
tgat from the legal, managerial and 
regulatory viewpoints Mizrahi Over- 
seas will be an Israeli subsidiary’. 
However, it is registered offshore 
and has its corporate headquarters in 
Rotterdam. 

HTbe subscription price for the Miz- 
rahi Overseas shares, which has 
taken the form of u private place- 
ment to the bank and to ten private 
investors from abroad, is being paid 
in cash or by the transfer of shares in 
Mizrahi's existing foreign sub- 
sidiaries . These companies are UMB 
Bank, and Trust Company of New 
York, UMB Switzerland Ltd., Un- 
ited Mizrahi Casa Bancaria (Uru- 
guay) and United Mizrahi Financial 
Corporation Ltd. of London. By the 
end of this month the paid-up capital 
is due to amount to $70 million. 

The foreign investors involved 
with Mizrahi in this new company 
are a mixed group. Some of them 
were long-standing partners in UMB 
Trust in New York, and have trans- 
ferred their holdings to the new 
bankholding company, while others 
have joined only now. Some are 
religious, with connections to reli- 
gious Zionist activity, while others 
are not, although all have a strong 
Zionist bent. 


The common factor linking all of 
them is that they see this venture first 
and foremost in business terms. 
Ideology, in the sense of wanting to 
help Israel, certainly plays a role, but 
this is no philanthropic venture for 
them. 

“They were very tough bargain- 
ers." said Michael Zvineri. one of 
Mizrahi ’5 deputy-general managers, 
speaking in praise rather than in 
criticism. 

Mizrahi is very proud of its success 
m putting together a joint operation 
with some of the leading Jewish 
businessmen in the U.S. and other 
countries. Perhaps the best known of 
the group is Eli Zborowski, who 
apart from being president of Sheaf- 
fer Latin America Corp., is also the 
national president of the American- 
Israel Chamber of Commerce and 
Industry. 

The negotiations with these inves- 
tors began before the bank share 
collapse of 1983 and continued 
through the troubled period that 
followed. Thus all the investors had 
ample opportunity to withdraw - 
had they so desired. None did. 

“There is no doubt that this new 
corporation, apart from its advan- 
tages to. Bank Mizrahi , demonstrates 
that Jews abroad are willing to invest 
in the Israeli economy. To that ex- 
tent it is a vote of confidence in the 
ability of the country and its banks to 
weather the present crisis." 

This assessment by Mizrahi 
general- manager Aharon Meiris dif- 
ficult to argue with, since the money 
invested speaks for itself. Some 
would see it as a vote of confidence 
in Meir as well, since he will be 
chairman of the Board at the Over- 
seas Holding Company, in addition 
to his present job. Moshe Krausz, 
president of UMB New York, will be 
general manager. 

The object of the whole exercise is 
basically straightforward. Even be- 
fore the bank share crisis Mizrahi 
had realized that it didn't have the

U.S.-Turkey joint 
venture for 
F-16 engines 

ANKARA lAP). - Turkey and the 
U.S. General Electric Co. agreed 
Wednesday to establish a joint ven- 
ture to produce engines in Turkey 
for F-16 military jets. 

The engine factory will be built 
near the central Anatolian city of 
Eskfsehir. Turkish concerns will 
have a 51 per cent share in the joint 
venture, with the remainder control- 
led by the General Electric Co. 

F-lhs will be produced at Turkey’s 
first aircraft factory, which is being 
built near this capital city. 

Turkey and General Dynamics 
Corp. of the U.S. signed a S4.5 
billion agreement last May for the 
assembly aiid eventual manufacture* 
of 160 F-16 jet fighters over 10 years. 

Turkey's Tusas Aviation Com- 
pany and General Dynamics set up a 
joint venture called Tusas Aeros- 
pace Industries for the project.

Sterling hits 
all-time low 

LONDON (AP). — The dollar was 
generally lower in active European 
trading following rumours that U.S. 
banks might cut their prime lending 
rates, although the British pound hit 
a new low. Gold prices rose. 

The pound srerhng fell to an all- 
time closing low of SI. 1330 after 
dipping to Si. 1300 in afternoon trad- 
ing. compared to Si. 1438 late 
Wednesday. The previous record 
closing low of SI. 1-U*3 was set Mon- 
day. 

In explaining the pound’s weak- 
ness. dealers cired continuing wor- 
ries over falling oil prices, which 
reduce Britain's revenues from its 
North Sea wells, and uncertainty 
over whether British interest rates 
would rise. 

Gold was quoted in London at a 
late bid price of S31U.25. up from 
S501.25 late Wednesday. 


Surprise price drop 
in Soviet cars 

MOSCOW ( AP 1 . - For the first time 
in memory. Soviet authorities cut 
prices yesterday on one of the most 
coveted consumer possessions here - 
cars. 

Two makes of car had prices 
slashed by up to 28 per cent. But the 
cuts still left the lowest prices some 14 
times above the average monthly 
wage of 180 rubles (S207i. 

The cuts were made in prices of 
the Niva - a jeep-like vehicle 
favoured by Soviets lucky enough to 
own country dachas - and the rear- 
engined Zaporozhets, the smallest 
Soviet passenger car. 

Neither car is very popular, and 
purchasers do not face the long wait- 
ing lists necessary to get the top- 
selling passenger car. the Fiat-like 
Zhiguli. 

An official announcement of the 
price cuts printed in Soviet media 
said prices would drop from 3.550 or 
3.S70 rubles to 2.600 or 2.S0U rubles 
(S4.0S0 or S4.448 to S3.000 or 
S3.218) on the cheapest Zaporozhets 
model. 

More expensive models of the 
Zaporozhets will go down by rough- 
ly rhe same percentage, the 
announcement from the state com- 
mittee on prices said. 

The Niva sees down from 10.300 
to 9.000 rubles (Si 1 .840 to S10.345).

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Ritual or affront? 


ETHIOPIAN Jews are coming home to Israel on the assump- 
tion that it is their right as Jews. 

Although they had been cut off for something like two mil- 
lennia from the body of world Jewry, the misnamed Falashas 
were acknowledged by Israel's Sephardic Chief Rabbi, Ovadia 
Yosef, back in 1973, to be fully fledged Jews, descendants of 
the tribe of Dan. Some time later they were officially brought 
under the canopy of the Law of Return by the Ministry of 
Interior. Their entitlement to repatriation could not from then 
on be challenged. 

Yel now that they have been arriving here, doubts are 
suddenly being raised by the rabbinical establishment about 
their Jewishness, which somehow needs reaffirmation. Specifi- 
cally, because divorces in distant Ethiopia may not have met all 
the Orthodox rabbinical requirements, resulting in the produc- 
tion of mamzerim , the rabbinate insists that they undergo 
special rites which would somehow erase the issue. 

Why a similar fear of mamzena did not arise in the case of 
Jews coming to Israel from the Soviet Union is not being 
explained. 

The chief rabbinate has made one concession to the immig- 
rants from Ethiopia in rescinding its original demand, which 
was stiffly resisted, that all males among them undergo a 
symbolic act of circumcision. But it does insist on a ritual 
immersion. 

Does such an immersion really matter? Officials of the 
Ministry of Absorption, trying to help, have been explaining 
this requirement to the immigrants in terms of their own 
customs. In Ethiopia a Jew takes to the waters after coming in 
contact with a gentile person. The immigrants, the officials 
point out. came into such contact during their exodus. 

But the immigrants appear not to be buying this explanation. 
To them, and especially to the young among them, it betokens 
a slur, and they resent it. As Jews, they feel, they should not 
have been subjected to it. 

Perhaps they are wrong. Perhaps it does not really matter. 
Perhaps they are better advised to do what the rabbis bid them 
to do. and be done with it. But the memory of the indignity may 
then burn in their minds with as much bitterness as the DDT so 
innocently sprayed on thousands of Oriental immigrants in the 
early 1950s is remembered to this day. 


Likud’s mixed marriage 


THE APPOINTMENT of a committee to pursue the matter 
further was all that Herat and Liberal conferees were able to 
come up with when they met in Jerusalem yesterday on the 
possible merger of the two major Likud parties. There are 
reasons for this foot-dragging. 

Before the last parliamentary election. Herat exacted a 
pledge from the Liberals that, when the election was over, the 
long-delayed merger of the two parties would be taken up in 
earnest. The Liberals could not very well refuse, especially as 
this was the price for Herat’s making do with only a small 
reduction in the Liberals' Knesset representation. 

But they could not ignore the fact, too, that such an ultimate 
merger Was prefi'giiredm the Gahal Agreement between Herat 
and the Liberals 19 years earlier. 

So the Liberals agreed to Herat’s demand. Yet they cannot 
have been any keener on honouring that commitment last year 
than they had been when they made a similar promise before 
the 1981 poll. The Liberals knew full well then, as they had 
known before, that Herat's true purpose was not to merge with 
their junior partners but to swallow them up, leaving not a trace 
of a once proud and respectable party . 

Some Liberal leaders would rather join up with such groups 
as Ezer Weizman's Yahad to form a centrist bloc that could 
collaborate with the Alignment, than be wholly assimilated into 
Herat. Others, while ready to pay lip service to the idea of 
merger, would in fact consent to stick with Herat only within 
the present loose Likud confederation. 

One of these, it seems, is the party chairman. Finance 
Minister Yitzhak Moda’i. who stands to lose his current 
pre-eminence in the mooted merger. That, no doubt, and not 
any supposed ideological differences, is what has prompted Mr. 
Moda’i’s party opponents to back the merger, if only tactically. 

Such Liberal tactics help explain Herat’s open contempt for 
their partners who. over the years, have lost nearly every 
vestige of political distinctiveness. 

Their steady degeneration as a political party since they 
struck their original bargain with Herat is reflected in the 
Liberals' progressive loss of popularity. If the Liberals had 
accepted Mr. Moda’i's suggestion at one point last spring that 
they run on their own ticket, they would probably have been 
decimated at the polls on July 23 - although the Likud might 
have ended up in opposition. 

Surely, then, there is no good cause for Herat to concede 
to tlie Liberals without demur their present inflated share of 
political power. 

But so long as it is the Gahal Agreement that defines the 
relations between the two parties, the Liberals are free to bolt 
the Likud - and they may do so if pushed too far. And if they 
somehow agree to merge while retaining their present strength 
in the Likud, that would have an immediate effect on Herat’s 
internal power relations. 

The Liberals could, for example, block Ariel Sharon’s rise to 
the united party’s leadership. Mr. Sharon and his supporters 
cannot, therefore . be too eager to see a true merger at this time . 

The talks begun in Jerusalem yesterday may thus be expected 
to drag on inconsequentially for quite some time.

THE BED IS STAINED with urine, 
but the stains are old. The sheets get 
dried in the sun every day. but 
laundry service has been curtailed. 
There isn't enough food, and the 
patients are hungry. 

There is also a shortage of fuel, 
and what there is must be hoarded 
for really cold weather. 

The bed covers and blankets, 
adequate when the wards are he- 
ated, are no longer enough, and 
aged patients shiver through the 
night. There is a shortage of medi- 
cines for chronic sufferers from 
arthritis and other ailments. 


Many of the patients have been 
there for years, because there’s no 
home to send them back to. Some 
are merely senile, bur there’s no 
facility to absorb them. Even at the 
best of times, the hospital is short of 
funds. Now the situation is dis- 
astrous. 



Is this some forgotten place at the 
end of the world? No. It is the 
government-operated psychiatric 
facility in Kfar Shaul., on the out- 
skirts of Jerusalem. where more than 
100 patients eke out their existence. 

Hospital director. Dr. Yair Barel. 
who is also the Jerusalem district 
psychiatrist, can only say. “The 
situation is even worse than it looks 
to you.” 


Psychiatric hospitals and old-age 
homes are always low on the funding 
totem pole, and Kfar Shaul is no 
exception. 


LAST WEEK. Shaare Zedek Hos- 
pital notified Bare! that unless he can 
pay in cash, it* will no longer give 
medical treatment to his patients. 
The psychiatric hospital owes 
Shaare" Zedek several million 
shekels for past services. In consequ- 
ence. patients in need of medical or 
orthopedic treatment are confined 
to their wards, with only the care of 
the hospital staff. 

Kfar Shaul also owes Tnuva sever- 
al million shekels for food, and the 
company has drastically curtailed 
supplies. Part of the staff has not 
been paid for a month. Also unpaid 
are huge telephone, electricity and 
fuel bills. 

The patients shamble about, un- 
washed because of a lack of hot 
water. Their clothes look shocking, 
because there isn't enough fresh 
laundry. If the psychiatrist is called 
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to collect a patient who needs hospi- 
talization. he has no vehicle to bring 
him in. The taxi companies no longer 
honour eovernment taxi chits. 


Deputy health minister Shoshana 
Arbeli-Almozlino plans to visit the 
facility today. Unless she can come 
with a few million shekels, it is 


doubtful if her visit will do much to 
help the situation.
